The principal office is to be located in ban 
Francisco, where there shall be collect d by the 
Mate Mineralogist, and preserve 1 *or study ana 
refer»non, specimens of all the geolo^ic-l and min- 
eraJogical substances, including mineral * waters, 
found ip this State, especially those possessing 
economic and commercial value, and a record thereof 
preserved. 
’! he Mat© Minera! gist shall collect 
sp. tim -us of all other substances found in other 
Mates ii'.d Territories, an»* shall keep bis office open 
at all re sonable hours for public inspection. 
It 
provides for the appointm ent by the Governor of a 
citizen of this State,who has a practical ami scientific 
knowledge of mining and mineralogy, to hold office 
for four \ears. at a salary of 53,0( 0 per annum and 
traveling expenses, lo be paid as other State officers 
are paid. 
In addition to collecting, classifying ami

305, introduced by Mr. C uthbert, having for its ob­ 
ject» the prevention of a monopoly of the hack 
business by one or two companies who have the 
privilege of sending a runner ou boats and trains. 
Mr L'uvHBKRT made a bold stand against the effort 
to kid Urn bill on its second rear ing 
He said : 
While 1 do not wish to cast any reflect ions upon the 
members of this body, still 1 m ust adm it th at 
nothing is more remarkable than the growing tend­ 
ency of legislation in this country to lend itself to 
the service of 
capital, great 
corporations and 
monopolies of every sort, too often turni: g an un­ 
friendly eye upon the people, and especially upou 
the laboring poor. 
This has been the rule in many 
cases, and 1 trust that this case will at least prove 
au exception. 
My object in introducing this bill 
was to prevent a rich, powerful 
and 
soulle»» 
monopoly from sending its runners upon every train 
to solicit* patronage, while poor met» are prohibited 
by the railroad authorities from engaging in the 
same business. 
Now, 1 would like to r»k is this 
justice to make : ny such discrimination. 
These 
poor men do not seek any favors at the hands ci 
this body—they simply a?k for justice, arid it is f«.r 
this Legislature to say w hether or not they shall 
have it. 
i appeal to the House to give these niui a 
chance to cam an honest livelihood, 
i hope the bid 
will not bo rejected. 
Mr. T yler Opposed the third reading of the bill. 
Mr. Cuthbert said th at only a certain few wore 
perm itted to solicit on the boats and traías, to the 
detrim ent *»f all other hackmen. 
* 
Mr. C am ro n said t.ie transfer company was a 
gr at accommodation to passengers, 
it i** a guaran­ 
tee to them that the}' will not be mposed upon 
Mr. Si n o n said he aid not think it right for one 
company to rnonop>lbte all the business, to the ex­ 
clusion of poor men who have bu t a single hack. 
Mr. iiRAL'NiiART said this w’as a blow at a inuuop- 
oty and in favor of poor men who have a perfect 
rig:it to a living.

Answer.—We cannot answer “ Subscriber” 
definitely. There is no register of locomotive 
time, aud the claims of fust time all depend 
upon statements of which no accurate ac­ 
count has been made, and nearly all are in 
dispute. It is claimed that on a Scotch road 
a locomotive, two or three years ago, made 
nine miles iu seven minutes and two seconds. 
S everal Q uestions.—Please answer the 
following in the R ecord-U nion : 1. What 
makes the ocean so salt? 2. In what part 
of England is Cornwall? 3. In what part 
of England was Lord Byrun born, aud when 
did lie die ?

Answer.—1. The ocean holds in solution a 
variety of saline matters. The greatest pres­ 
ence is chloride of sodium (common salt), 
which, with small quantities of sulphate of 
magnesia, sulphate and carbonate of lime, 
iodine aud bromide of magnesium, forms 
about one-thirtieth of the total weight of the 
aqueous solution. The proportion of salt 
varies in different places. The saline ele­ 
ments may he derived from geological forma­ 
tions, but strata of this character always 
bear evidence of being deposited from ancient 
oceans, so that this derivation throws no light 
upon the real source of the salt, which is as 
yet a matter of theory. There are, no doubt,- 
beneath the sea saline strata and mineral 
springs.

Answer.— Marks of quotation [“ ’’] are 
placed before aud after words, phrases or 
sentences, and indicate that the lan­ 
guage is borrowed from another. They 
are used also to signify distinct disa­ 
vowal of adoption of tire term or word 
used where its origin is not well known and 
its use not considered good writing—the quo­ 
tation being in such cases from custom, 
slang or peculiar use by a clas3 of peopie. 
Examples: 
1. He, speaking next, replied : “ I have no fear 
of death ” 
2. This “ cracksman ” is a dangerous 
fellow. 
Single quotation points mark a quotation 
wit'uin a quotation. If, however, a quota­ 
tion is made from still a third source, the 
double marks are again used. Example : 
“ This friend of huma' ity says. ‘ AVhen I consider 
their lives I seem to see the “ golden age ” begin­ 
ning again.'” 
Titles of books or of periodicals, and names 
of vessels usually require marks of quotation, 
unless they are italicized, as, 
' “ Waverley ” was reviewed in “ Tlie Edinburgh " 
But thi3 rule is not deemed essential by very 
many good writers and by many newspapers. 
The dash [—], either alone or combined 
with other signs is used where the construí - 
tion or the sense, is suddenly changed or sus­ 
pended, as: 
This world, 'tis true, was made for O sar—but for 
Titus, too. 
When the sentence terminates abruptly : 
“ I locked and prayed, like thee -but now— ” 
He hung his head. 
To set off a parenthesis, especially when 
emphatic, as when there are other points 
within it, as, 
He was dr> sied—and, indeed, so were they nearly 
all—in coarse homespun. 
Before echoes, or where that is or name’y is 
understood, as: 
All the rest was mere flourish—mere palace. 
Between a title and the subject-matter, or 
the subject-matter and the authority for it, 
when both are in the same paragraph, 
the above are the chief and most essential 
uses of the dash. It may be added that no 
mark of punctuation is more abused in its 
use.

And the most agreeable and successful, on 
tlie Avliole, the society has ever had. None 
of those unple-asant incidents, such as con­ 
fusion inside anil out, excels of hilarity, 
over-indulgence in wine, which have some­ 
times occurred iu the past, were witnessed 
on Thursday evening, and the costumes 
and proves.-,¡on and decorations w ere more 
varied and striking than they have beeu 
before. Our German fellow-citizens w ere 
running over with exhilaration and jollity, 
and with eating aud drinking—these are, 
to them, always indispensable—talking, 
laughing and dancing, they carried enjoy­ 
ment to its highest capacity. I could not 
help noting the contrast between them and 
mv own countrymen as they moved to­ 
gether or danced side by side on the floor 
of the Academy. The Germans surren­ 
dered themselves entirely to the spirit of 
fun ; they acted as if they had no trouble­ 
some recollections, and 
I doubt it 
they hail then and there; as if all 
time were condensed into those few 
giddy In urs. They were the incarnation 
of pleasure-seeking and pleasure-rinding, 
of jubila'ion ami jollity. 1 envied them 
their perfect joyousness; I wondered how 
they could sustain it. So did other Amer­ 
icans no doubt. These tried to be merry ; 
tried Arery hard, and their effort was palpa­ 
ble enough. But they were balked. They 
had not the easy indifference, the mercu­ 
rial temperament, the emotional facility, 
the ability to live in the moment which 
the Germans showed themselves abund­ 
antly possessed of. 
The Americans 
looked wearied, bored, out of place like, 
Avhen they struggled to be gay. The blood, 
the mood of the true pleasnrer was not 
in them, and could not gain access to 
them. 
I am very fond of my countrymen— 
probably 1 have a warm prejudice in their 
favor—I know how many sterling A'irtues 
they own ; but capacity for enjoyment is 
not among these. They are never so dis­ 
mal as when they labor to be gay. 
They 
are prone to carry with them some myste 
rious spiritual weight svhich they cannot 
under any circumstances throw off. Tiiey 
are unquestionably 
THE MOST MELANCHOLY PEOPLE UNDER 
THE SUN. 
I was strengthened iu the impression when 
I looked on at the charity ball iu Brooklyn 
the same evening. The throng there was 
called very animated, and it Avas, consider­ 
ing its nationality ; but comparing, or 
rather contrasting it Avith the German 
mask this side of the river, it seemed somier 
enough. Americans are, as a rule, failures 
at a ball. In the counting-room, in great 
enterprises, in building railways, towns, 
telegraph lines, in surmounting obstacles of 
any sort, their patience, energy and cour­ 
age count; but in merely social relations 
they are less than zeros. 
THE FRENCH COOKS’ BALL, 
Also given this week, furnished another 
opportunity to compare Europeans with our 
people. The French cooks and their friends 
of the same blood exceeded the Germans 
in mirth and joA'ialitv. They fairly effer­ 
vesced with vivacity, as they always do 
at their annual festival. It is pleasant to 
attend this ball, to see how uien.and women 
of another nation can enjoy themselves, 
and then their exhibitions of culinary skill 
are extraordinary. They exhaust ingenuity 
on the occasion, and always produce some­ 
thing novel and attractive as well as 
toothsome. 
I have seen a great deal of French cooks 
on their own and foreign soil, and they 
appear to be the best satisfied of mortals. 
We Anglo-Saxons are prone to regard a 
cook as a menial. The French look upon 
him as an artist—ail artist worthy to rank 
with poets, composers, painters, sculptors, 
actors, and the cook himself is apt to hold 
himself a trifle higher, since they but copy 
men, while he sustains, and in a sense, 
creates them. They feel a pride, a pride 
of the most exalted kind, in their vocation 
—they would be offended to hear it callid 
business—and they are ever delighted to 
talk of it, discuss it, explain it. A iittl 
judicious flattery goes further with a 
Gallic cook than mouey. Tickle his vi 
ity beforehand, and you may be sure of a 
good breakfast, dinner or supper. I have 
tried this more thau once abroad, and have 
found my palatal advantage in it. He is 
invariably a very vain, notional, gro­ 
tesquely sensitive, 
ultra professional 
creature. Wound his self-consciousness in 
the slightest, and he will revenge himself 
on your appetite. 
French cooks—who, under the name, in­ 
clude a number of Swiss and Italians, 
speaking French of course—are plenty here 
now, not only at hotels, restaurants aud 
clubs, but at many private houses. But a 
small proportion belong to the Culinary 
Philanthropic Society, whose members 
mainly represent the great hotels and some 
of the most fashionable clubs. French 
cooks generally consider themselves as 
specially granted to the world by Nature, 
in her most benignant mood, for the ben­ 
efit of mankind. They cannot conceive 
how civilization can enilure without them. 
Indeed, they do not think the thing possi­ 
ble ; for before them, as they hold, there 
was no true civilization. 
They thrive 
here, and well they may. They are far 
better paid than most accountants, sales­ 
men, journalists, authors, physicians or 
clergymen. They receive salaries of from 
S2,000 to §5,000 and even §0,000 a year, 
and they do little more than superin­ 
tend. I refer, of course, to the chefs de 
cuisine. T(je Windsor Hotel gives its chef, 
I understand, §5,000; Delti.onco give* 
§4.500; the Hotel Brunswick, §5,(00; the 
Fifth Avenue, §5,000 ; the Brevoort, 84,­ 
000 ; the Buckingham, §4,000 ; the Clar­ 
endon, §4,500; the Unb n C !u\ §0,000; 
the Knickerbi ckerCli.b, $5,700; t tL 'os 
Club, §3.500 ; the Hoffman, §4,300 ; tiie 
Union League Club, §4,n00 ; the Manhnt 
tan Club, §4,700 ; the Metropolitan, §4,­ 
000; the Astor, §4.200; the St. James, 
§3,800 ; the New York Club, §4,000 ; the 
St. Nicholas, §4,000; the Bristol, §4,300, 
and the same prices are paid elsewhere.

Ole Bull, whose seventieth birthday

And it seems odd that in iiis old age he 
should have settled down in that quiet 
New England town as the husband of an 
American woman young enough to be his 
granddaughter. Born at Bergen, Norway, 
his father, a chemist, destined him for tne 
Church, for w hich he had no liking, aud 
did all he could to repress the boy’s con­ 
spicuous passion for music. At eighteen lie 
was sent to the University at Christiania, 
where his skill on the violin did not help 
him with the Professors, hut clogged his 
collegiate course. He went wherever he 
could hear music, and having taken charge 
of the orchestra of one of the theaters 
during the leader’s illness, his fortune was 
decided. 
He removed to Cassel to 
study with Sphor, who was then chapel- 
master to the Duke, but Avas so discour­ 
aged by his reception that he hurried off to 
Gottingen to embrace tlie law. His love 
of music returned, however, and he Avent 
to Minden, where he gave a concert with 
no little success. Having fought a duel 
with a brother artist aud mortally wounded 
his antagonist, he Avas obliged to fly from 
Hanover. He arrived in Paris poor, friend­ 
less, unknown, and lor months led a pre- 
earious and miserable life. To crown his 
misery/ he was robbed of the very little 
he had, including his violin, w hich so dis­ 
tressed him that he leaped in’o the Seine. 
He was rescued, and a wealthy woman, 
who had just lost her son, traced in Oie’s 
face a resemblance to her boy, became 
deeply interested in him, took him to her 
house ami enabled him to give a concert. 
The public was delighted ; bis fortune was 
made. During tlie next seven years he 
traveled over Europe, anil was everywhere 
successful. Having become rich at 28, he 
married a Parisian, returned to Norway 
and settled upon an estate lie had bought 
near Bergen. At the end of five years 
he came 
here professionally, 
made 
a great deal of money, went back to 
Europe, 
gave 
conceits, 
campaigned 
with General Yusef in Algiers against 
tlie 
Kabyies ; 
erected a theater at 
Bergen and tried to establish national 
schools of literature and art. His liberal 
sentiments brought him into collision with 
the Government. He had many troubles, 
including lawsuits, which wasted his 
wealth ; his wife died from the rigors of 
the climate, and he came here again in his 
forty second year. He purchased 120,000 
acres of laud in Potter county, Pennsylva­ 
nia, and a number of families to whom 
land was sold at a nominal price settled on 
it and prospered for a while. ButOleand, 
as it Avas named after its generous founder, 
had dissensions and embarrassments, and 
the colony was finally disbanded. He lost 
heavily, ami to repair his lossis resumed 
his concerts. At the completion of the 
Academy of Music here (1854) he leased it, 
intending to manage Italian «¡era. The 
enterprise proved disastrous, and he once 
more crossed the sea. He now expects to 
reside in this country permanently ; he has 
a handsome independence, and any number 
of American friends. He is a genial, whole- 
souled, unpractical man, in whose heart 
seAentA' winters have not chilled the per­ 
ennial spring of romance. He is stiff a boy 
in his feelings aud sympathies, and always 
will be.

HU 
poems are largely of the narrative order. A* 
poems they are full of errors, crude, rough, 
and at times humorously odd from the sud­ 
denness of contrasts and startling examples 
of anti-climax. But despite the fact that 
many of the poems are mere rhymes filled 
with indescribably absurd comparisons and 
sodden transitions from the idealistic and 
poetic to the commonplace aud ludicrous, 
there is through all a vein of real song, en­ 
abling the reader to look as through a dark, 
tangled undergrowth into the clear sunlight 
of the sc.iit’s soul and witness the beating 
of a poetic nature, a sympathetic heart, a 
gentle fancy an d aiich imagination against 
the almost in*'- rinountaide barriers which 
lack 
of 
education 
and the misfortune 
of circumstances have raised. 
There a*e

W h a t S h a l l W e C a l l t h e T r o u t . — 
The Pacific coast is rich in the number of 
species of Salmonidie, having, according to 
the revision of this family by Gill and Jo r­ 
dan, some live species of salmon and eight 
of trout, besides live more varieties of the 
latter which may swell the number to ten 
or more ; the Salmo xtomia* being credited 
with three varieties, and the S. clarkii with 
two. 
Some of these trout have been sent 
to the Eastern States, and it is possible, in 
view oi their rapid growth and general 
hardiness, th at the United St ates Com­ 
mission oil Fisheries may send many of tiie 
egjs of some one of the species in great 
numbers to the East at some future time. 
A great mistake was made when the quin- 
nat salmon was sent East that its name was 
not sent with it instead of allowing it to be 
called, as it is, the “ California salmon,” 
which is not its name in either Oregon or 
California, and would tend to confusion if 
any other species had been also sent. Now, 
before the trout come, we wish to call at­ 
tention to this matter, which is more im­ 
portant than in the case of the salmon, 
because we may get several species, and we 
now wish to call the attention of Pro­ 
fessor Baird and Mr. Stone to this matter, 
in which they can do much for tiie interest 
of correct nomenclature. 
Any name ex­ 
cept 41 California” will do, and th at is the 
name that will certainly be applied unless 
they give it one. 
If California liad but 
one trout to give us it would not beso bad ; 
still, it would not tend to make a name 
which would be recognized and understood 
in all parts of the country. 
Let us illus­ 
trate this : California has, or was to have, 
our common yellow perch, known in the 
South as ringed perch, raccoon perch, etc. 
They came from New York or New Hamp­ 
shire. 
W hat idea would be conveyed to 
an Eastern man in California if the people 
spoke of 44New York perch?” 
We can 
imagine th at many persons are indifferent 
to tiie question of correct nom enclature; 
if so, then they surely cannot object to 
anything, but we consider it of great im­ 
portance. 
Men of science find no diffi­ 
culty iu changing a name wheu shown that 
it is wrong, but in the m atter of popular 
names an appellation once fixed takes root, 
even into the affections, a? shown by the 
story told of an old Eastern fisherman 
whom Prof. Baird was questioning about 
the habits and seasons of the alewife, 
w liich in his locality was called a herring, 
without the g ; said he : 441 don’t know 
nothin’ ’bout them alewivea ; we allers 
called them herrin*, and if I cau’t call ’em 
herrin’, I don’t want to eat ’em.” Now, in 
the m atter of this trout which it is pro­ 
posed to seud East, we have no desire to 
dictate, but merely suggest th at it must 
have some local name by which it is known 
to the anglers and fishermen which could 
be used here ; or better yet, its specific 
name, as irideus, gpeetabilis, etc.; or, should 
it prove to be the Salmo htnnhawii, clarkii, 
or 'minlH. could be known as 44 lienshaw’s,” 
44 clark’s,” or “ baird’s trout,” anything 
gentlemen, 
except 
44 California 
trout,” 
which is in no sense a distinctive name. 
We ask this, not for the sake of science, 
but for the augler, the fislioulturist, the 
marketman, and all who will ever have 
occasion to talk or write about our fishes. 
—[Chicago Field.

Much of the finense of sportmanship canuot 
he taught the novice by w ritten instruc­ 
tion. 
There are certain 
indispensable 
points in the successful practice of the art 
of fly-fishing which must come to the ex­ 
pert only alter long ex: erience and discip­ 
line. 
We may talk of 44 the tw ist of the 
w rist,” hut to make th at tw ist so neatly 
aud effectively that each repetition of it 
means a fish hooked, is something which 
must be learned quite independently of the 
books. 
There, fur instance, is the subject 
of striking in fly-fishing for trout or gray­ 
ling. 
Veteran anglers w ho have fi-lied in 
many of the best trout streams of the land, 
and who have deftly struck the grayling 
in Michigan and the salmon in the Can­ 
adian streams, hold and maintain very 
different theories on this point. One will tell 
you th at he strikes as soon as he sees the 
fish move and before he feels the touch. 
Another 
claims 
th at the only proper 
method is to wait until you feel the touch 
of the fish, and then, by a movement as 
quick as lightning, fasten him. 
Our own 
practice is to strike at sight; we admit 
th at thereby fish may be missed and scared 
away, which perhaps would be captured if 
given a little more time ; but the number 
so lost are, we believe, less than the scores 
of misses made by the contrary practice. 
As a rule, the fly-tisherman cannot strike 
too quick. 
We should be happy to have 
the experience of some of our readers upon 
this topic. 
Theie will he many weeks to 
intervene yet before we may actually put 
theory into practice ; and meanwhile it is 
fitting to compare notes, and by discussion 
enlighten both ourselves and the novices 
who are just learning the rudimentary 
lessons in the school of angling.—[Forest 
and Stream.

— A corre­ 
spondent of the Maine Farmer, signing 
himself 44 W. O. B ,” writes to th at paper 
in defense of trialsof speed at agricult­ 
ural fairs. 
It appears that last year trials 
of spted were excluded at the fair held at 
Presque Isle, in Maine, and when the fair 
was over the white-cravated 
managers 
wondered how it was th at the receipts dur­ 
ing the fair did not amount to half enough 
to pay for the premiums and other ex­ 
penses. 
44 W. O. B.” enlightens them on 
the subject, and tells them, moreover, that 
tle-v are doing a positive injury to the 
farmer and breeder of the stock by pro- 
hil iting trials of speed at their fairs. 
44 W. O. B.” is right ir. his argument, but 
it is a waste of powder. 
Let the white- 
chokers alone, and they will die a natural 
death (morally). 
After a while the farmers 
will stay home, and the fairs will not coin- 
mand a corporal’s guard; in fact, th ty will 
be literally played out, and then will come 
the revolution ; agricultural fairs will be 
managed by farmers, and farmers will reap 
the -benefit 
thereof.—[Turf, Field and 
Farm. 


C a r e or Docs.—44 X-Perience,” in th e 
Live Stock Journal, says : Unless they are 
really asleep—and that, too, on a warm 
bed with well-filled stomachs—wo do not 
like to see a litter of puppies all huddled 
up together in one corner "of a kennel, 
looking sbiveringly over each 
other's 
backs. 
Feed such, and feed them w ell; 
cow’s milk, thickened with flour (boiled) 
of some kind, cocoa, and a little treacle, 


will make them very happy, especially if 
you give them one or two large I nines to 
play with. 
The excitement and exercise 
th at a large bone in a litter of puppies 
causes is just as exhilarating and as health­ 
ful as a game of cricket is to human-kind. 
Weakly puppies do well with a little soup 
every day—only do not put salt in it, as 
the salines dissolved iu the meat are 
enough. 
Make this soup from raw bones 
broken fine 
and boiled 
for 
not less 
than ten hours, and thicken it with pea- 
flour or wheaten flour, adding a little bone- 
meal. 
These damp dews are very blight­ 
ing to young pups, and soak through their 
coats almost as badly as rain. 
Dry them 
well when you see them damp, and if they 
are suckling do not let the mother get 
damp either. 
Tarpaulins can in a week or 
two be bought in the country for an old 
song, as the farmers will have done with 
them, and will rather sell than let them 
rot. 
By the way, it is often difficult to get 
sick dogs to touch beef tea. 
Here is oue 
they will often lap when they will take 
nothing else : A pound of minced beef or 
fresh horse-flesh is steeped for an hour and 
a half in two pints of water, five drops of 
muriatic acid and a pinch or two of salt ; 
then press through a sieve, and the residue 
may be boiled lor any other dog. 
The 
soup should be given cold. 
Surplus and 
fallen apples may be boiled with sufficient 
sugar or treacle, and placed in jars in the 
usual way. 
A little of tnis in the dogs’ 
or puppies’ food through the winter, wnen 
vegeta oles are scarce, will be found valu­ 
able. 
PurPlES.—The practice of allowing pup­ 
pies under twelve months of age to com­ 
pete for 3o-callcd nursery stakes seems to 
be going out of favor. 
Several eminent 
breeders, who have given their views on 
the subject, denounce it as not only use­ 
less as a test of merit, but harmful to the 
future development of the puppies by over­ 
working them. 
Neither is it an interest­ 
ing sight to see young puppies at work af­ 
ter tiie oliler dogs, either singly or in 
braces, have finished their contest for the 
championship. Contests for nursery slakes, 
thereiore, being prejudicial to the dog aud 
uninteresting to the spectator, should be 
abolished. 
The only proper stakes, iu the 
opinion of competent judges, are for pup­ 
pies, braces and free-for-all.—[E. H. Gil­ 
man. 


P r o f e s s o r D a v i d S. J o r d a n , of the 
United States Fish Commission, while at 
Santa Barbara, was fortunate enough to 
secure a specimen of the ground shark, or 
CepkalonjUiitm laticeps. 
The name, says 
the Press, signifies the large-headed, broad­ 
headed siiark. 
Until within the last few 
weeks the lish was supposed to be found 
only ou the coast of Van Dieman’s Land, 
and but three specimens w'ere in the pos­ 
session of any of the great museums of 
natural history. 
One was captured by 
Professor Jordan at Wilmington, aud was 
considered a great prize. 
Since coming 
here the Professor has secured eight fine 
specimens, showing th at the fish is quite 
plentiful here, aud th at the habitat ot the 
species is not confined to the Antarctic 
Seas, as was supposed. 
A C h a l l e n g e . — A. H. Bogardus has 
challenged C. A. Loud to shoot for $500 a 
side from traps to be named by Loud, Loud 
to use three of the Bogardus traps, aud 
adds’:

W hy 
not prevent duck-shooting? 
Ten times 
more ducks are shot on the wat r than 
pigeons from traps. 
They are both food 
birds. 
Is it more cruel to slioot a pigeon 
from a trap than from a perch or on the 1 
wing? Certainly not. 
Tiie Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in 
New York, after thorough inquiry, came to 
the conclusion that there is no reason for 
prohibiting trap-shooting. 
Trap-shooting 
teaches the hunter accuracy, and thus, in 
reality, lessens the pain incident to hunting. 


F is h c u l t u h e 
in O h io . — The hatchery 
at Toledo under charge of Hon. E. D. Pot­ 
ter is reported to be one of the finest in 
the country. There are now in the troughs 
7,000,000 white-fish eggs, 70,000 brook 
trout eggs and 30,000 schoodic, or land­ 
locked salmon eggs, and something over 
100.000 young quinnat salmon ready for 
planting. 
Our informant who visited it 
last week tells us th at the temperature of 
the wajer there lias averaged 40', against 
34 last winter, which will probably bring 
the hatching nearly a month earlier. 


S h e e p m e n on the plains of Kern county 
are making loud complaints of the increase 
in th e . stock of coyotes. 
One of them 
dragged a dead carcass, making a circle of 
hall a mile around his camp, then put 
pieces of poisoned meat on sticks about a 
loot long, stuck in the ground along the 
trail of the carcass, and waited for morn­ 
ing.

CONCERNING 
THE 
POSTAL 
RAILWAY 
MAIL SERVICE OF CALIFORNIA 


E d s . Kecokd-LTnion : I read, with a good 
deal of interest, an article entitled 44 Postal 
Defects;” in your paper of January Sth ; and 
while I agree .with you that the postal cars 
upon the railroads running through this por­ 
tion of our State are entirely inadequate to 
the service to be performed, and while your 
point made against the incorr petency of the 
service in California is undoubtedly correct, 
still I am constrained to admit that the lack 
in your subscribers not always receiving their 
papers may not rest wholly upon the inad­ 
equacy of the means of the postal division. 
Having been connected with a department 
at Washington for many year% I had more 
or less intercourse with the Postoffiee Depart­ 
ment, and it came to my knowledge years 
before I came here to live that the postal au­ 
thorities did not give that importance to the 
growing demands of California that they 
should. 
Aud it seems to me that the present 
time, when tiie whole country is aghast at 
the throwing away of millions of d< Ih.rs on j 
the " buckboatds” of the Territories and the ¡ 
parsimonious withholding of a few tens oí ¡ 
thousands to the railway mail service of our j 
great and growing State, is the proper time 
to call the P i-ti ffice Department to account. 
Every now and then the couutry is startled 
by developments of the general recklessness 
and extravagance of the administration of 
what is known as the “ Mtar Maii Service” 
of the Postoffiee Department—a s >rt. of 
postal ambush, from behind which prodigious 
assaults are cunningly made upon the Treas­ 
ury. 
JL'liese unprincipled raids have been 
made during successive admiuistratio •», a - 
though, as the facts elicited by General 
Brady, Second As i-tau: Postmaster-General, 
show, there has been no scandal in the man­ 
agement of the “ Star Service ” of the mag­ 
nitude of the one now under investigation 
It may be as well to state that the system for 
the transportation of mails is divided iuto 
three parts—44Railfoad,” 44Steamboat” ami 
44 Celerity, Certainty 
and 
Security ” (or 
44Star Service,” as the latter is generally 
called.) This “ Star Service” means all 
kinds of mail carriage other than by steamer 
and ra il; and enough has been developed, 
through an unwilling witness, to show that 
the late raids upon tne United States Treas­ 
ury through the medium of the 41 Star Ser­ 
vice” are both flagrant and gigantic in char­ 
acter. 
Indeed it would seem by the admis­ 
sion of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General, who rnnst be. necpssarily, a party 
to these seeming abuses, that great care 
is taken to protect the interests of the 
contractors and their shortcomings, and other 
questionable operations, at the expense of the 
public treasury. 
For instance, contractor 
Walsh, whose contract was raised from $18,- 


000 to over 3136,000, was really paid money 
for performing service on one route as a sub­ 
contractor, when it was known to tiie De­ 
partment that lie had fi-iled . u t- verzl .oli­ 
era. a.-ol lor such failures was indebud t<> the 
Government in a urn equal to the amount 
paid him on the one route which he served 
according to the terms of his contract. Here 
i» another case: Do a certain route, let at 
$6,000, llie bond was $15,000; Walsh became 
sub-contractor, got the pay increased to 
$150,000, yet managed to have no change in 
the bond. 
A contractor took a mail contract 
in 1878 for $6,330, and, through systematic 
nursing, raised it to $150,000. Patrick Brown 
a cepted a contract for $11.767 per annum, 
and in a short time worked it up to 888,768. 
This is a sample of the 44Star Service” 
methods ; and on ten routes Assistant iy t - 
master-Geceral Brady has allowed additional 
compensation toan amount exceeding $621,­ 
000 per annum, or nearly $2.000,000 in all. 
W hat mikes the continued existence of 
such prodigious official abuses in the depart­ 
ment for the tran-portation of the mails more 
monstrous and unseemly, lies in the fact that 
the Postoffiee Department, while engaged in 
nursing contracts to the effect that a few 
owners and managers of “ buckboards,” and 
other doubtful appliances of mail carriage, 
may appropriate hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and even millions, it at the same time 
carries out its relations with the great lad­ 
read ar.d steamboat routes - f the country, to 
the f arthest degree, in an u just, ui.w’s , : ig- 
gar.lly and parsimonious manner—indeed, 
while the Department lo.-es no opportunity iu 
spending many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars upon a score or more of u-i-erable stage 
lines, it deliberately quarrels with the great 
railways over a few tens of thou-auds claimed 
for greatly increa ed service not only auth. r- 
i/ed, but demanded—the Pi.'lad- lpliia, W il­ 
mington and li utis.. re, tlv Bulti nore and 
Ohio, New York feotral r.-id Lak - Mln.-re, 
and other leading Eastern rend», may be par­ 
ticularly mentioned. 
And, if the Eastern 
railways are great sufferers, as is shown 
1»v this “ Star Service ’ ioc!h *d, what may 
be 
-aid 
of 
the 
railroads 
upon 
the 
Pacific coast, or, to bring ti e matter nearer 
home, the rail-oads of California? Thera 
are at present 27 railroads, or, more properly, 
railroad routes, carrying mails for the De­ 
partment. An examination of the annual 
amounts received by these 27 railroads; dis­ 
tance run by each ; pay per mile per annum 
on each, aud a few comparisons with the 
mileage and pay of 44 buckboard” contract us, 
and some comparisons regarding 44 celerity, 
certainty and security,” even if it do not 
move the Department to provide for the more 
adequate payment for railroad service upon 
the Pacific coast and put to blush the manip­ 
ulators of the .Star Service frauds, will cer­ 
tainly prove to have been interesting reading. 
The following table, including number of 
route, name of road, corporate title of com­ 
pany carrying mails, distance, annual pav, 
annual cost per mile on each rout*, I ta k e 
from page 110. Postmaster-General’s Report 
for 1879 aud 1880 :

It will be seen that the mileage of these 27 
railways is 2,028 51-100 miles, at an annual 
compensation of $338,SOI 45-100—or an aver­ 
age of a little more than $128 per mile per 
annum. Among these roads is the Central 
Pacific trunk lice, which I select as the first 
ir: length, first in importance anil first in re­ 
liability. This road is about 881 miles in 
leugtn, and receives $269 50 per mile per 
annum, and furnishes as complete accommo­ 
dation and means of service us any railroad 
in the United States. 
On the other hand, a 
Star Service route—say the one between Rock 
creek and Eeheta, W y.—performed by stage 
or buck-boards, makes four trips a week—331 
miles—for a yearly compensation of $88.708, 
or $268 per mile per annum—$1 50 less than 
the railway above-mentioned, with all of its 
perfect appliances, receives. The latter car­ 
ries tons of mail, too, where the Star Service 
equipage carries 25 pounds. The star ser­ 
vice route above referred to, with others, has 
had its compensation increased from the orig­ 
inal contract calling for a service of 370 miles 
three times a week for $11,767 per annum to 


$88,768 a year, with distance decreased from 
370 to 331 mib-s, un.ler the pre; ase.-i increas­ 
ing speed from 1 8-10 miles per hour to 3 6 10 
miles and one additional trip per week. The 
Star Service system-iii op. ration throughout 
the catire Territory of Wyoming, 869 miles, 
receives $123,286, or an avenge of $141 j.t-r 
mile per annum, while for the extensive and 
perfect service rendered by : he railroads in 
tin- State of California, the Government pays 
on an average but a little more th n $128 per 
mile per annum for mail transportation. 
It will be seen on page 257, Postmaster- 
General’s report, that out of $17,050.000 
called for the year ending 1S80, for compen­ 
sation for all railroad», steamboats, stages, 
railway Postoffiee clerks, route agents, mail- 
route messengers, local agents, etc., thirtii- 
fuur (34) per rent., or $5,900,000, is called for 
t.y General Brady, Second Assistant Post­ 
master-General (now being investigated), for 
the 44 Star Service.” It seems to me that the 
press of this State should rise in its might, 
und see that California has a more satisfac­ 
tory postal service.

Some Hints on Cooking. 
Poti-aitefeu requires four pounds of beef, 
six quarts of water, eight ounces of carrot, 
eight ounces of turnip, same quantity of 
onions, .and three ounces of celery aud 
cloves. 
A lter once or tw ice making this 
snip, the cook will be able to judge by the 
size of the vegetables the required quantity, 
but weighing is advisable at first, as tuucn 
depends ou perfect proportion. 
The meat 
must slowly simmer for three hours, tlieu 
add the vegetable s, not before ; simmer 
till done. 
The pot in which the bouillon 
is made should have a very closely-fitting 
lid. 
Quick boiling and careless skimming 
are the cause of cloudy boiilcn : supposing, 
as a m atter of course, th at all the veget­ 
ables 
have 
been 
perfectly 
cleansed. 
W hile on the subject of soups, here is au 
excellent receipt for a white soup, not well 
known and very delicious. To make celery 
cream soup : Boil a small cup of rice in 
three pints of milk, until it will pass 
through a sieve. 
Grate the white part of 
two heads of celery (three if small) on a 
bread g rater: add this to the rice milk 
after it has been strained ; put to it one 
quart of strong white stock ; let it boil un­ 
til the celery is perfectly tender ; season 
with salt aud cayenne, and serve ; if cream 
is obtainable, substitute one pint of it for 
the same quantity of miik. 
It often hap­ 
pens that soup intended to be brown is not 
sufficiently »o to be inviting without col­ 
oring. 
Caramel 
is generally used 
for 
this purpose; but onions cut in slices 
and left in a moelerate oven until they are 
black chips (not charred, however) may be 
kept bottled for the purpose. 
They are 
¡.referable to burnt sugar, as a small quan­ 
tity added to a stew or soup improves the 
flavor ; or, they may he fried each time (it. 
their ow n juice without grease) and added 
with other vegetables. 
Fur white stock, 
use veal or fowls instead of beef. 
Many a 
chagrined woman knows what it is to at- 
teifipt a ragout from a receipt, and to fail 
signally ; to see t:’e rc h creamy fricassee 
her fancy {tainted resolve its :l into a:i iu- 
S’p id mess c*f broth and curdled eg.s. T. e 
ideal Drown ragout turns out an unsavory 
brown fact. 
In making brown stews, 
it is 
advisable to put 
the meat and 
onions iu 
a stew-pan without 
water, 
cover closely, 
l*_t 
them simmer until 
they are b own and the pail is covered 
witn a rich g aze—be careful not to burn— 
then add a tiltir water aud any other veg 
etables your receipt may direct. 
Just 
before serving, sktm off carefully all fat : 
then add a small piece of butter rolled in 
flour, ami let it all simmer again in a few 
minutes. 
Tiie above method will make a 
tough p iece of meat tender, aud il a de-.- 
sert-spouutul of vinegar or lemou juice ¡t 
put in with the m eat and oniuns, the 
sourness disappears before the m eat is 
dene, leaving only the scarcely percept lb * 
dash of acidity, w liich is the characteristic 
of most French dishes.—[Scribner. 


A K jltted Rug’. 
There is nothing more pleasing to my 


womanly pride than to have accomplished 
the making of a beautiful and serviceable 
article from castaway and ap.parently use­ 
less material. 
I always feel under a debt 
of gratitude to the friend who instructed 
me in the art of knitting rugs, and wish to 
impart the information to those of my sis­ 
ters whose inclinations may lun iu the 
same channels as my own. 
Gather from 
the old clothes closets all the worsted gar­ 
ments that can no longer be utilized as 
wearing aprparel, cut the seams off, and re­ 
move grease spots. 
Cut in strips varying 
in width according to thickness of the 
m aterial; 
heavy cloth from pantaloons 
should 
never 
be 
over one-quarter 
of 
an 
inch, 
while cashmeres 
and 
goods 
ot 
that 
kind 
may 
be 
a 
full 
inch or even somewhat over, it thin. Scar­ 
let, bright clear blue and grays are neces­ 
sary for enlivening, while black, dark blue 
and all other dark colors form the basis of 
the work. 
Cross the strips about an inch, 
sew w ith strong black linen thread, and 
have the ends securely fastened. Sew about 
three yards of the darkest col. rs, then a 
stripi of the brighter shade : the scarlet 
should not occur more than once in about 
nine yards, and m ust be short, say from 
four to ten inches in length. 
Wind in 
balls as for rag-carpet. 
The needles used 
are of bard wood, one-half an inch in diam­ 
eter aud eighteen in length. 
A lter making 
several rugs 1 find the following directions 
producé the most pleasing i fleet : 
Set 
teriy-four stitches, knit five rows of very 
dark 
color only, then 
two 
rows 
of 
moroon, eleven of fresh dear scarlet, 
two 
rows of moroon, 
one 
of black, 
after th at the miscebancoiis assortment, 
taking care that no scarlet occurs very near 
the solid border. 
Be particular in putting 
in the second border that it starts upon the 
same side writh the other. 
Always knit 
even and lo se enough to have the work 
easy uprer the needles ; finish off with the 
dark color, as at the beginning. 
Sew se­ 
curely to oid Brussels carpet or other firm 
material. 
Then take cloth, that cf panta­ 
loons is better than other, cut in half-inch 
strips ten inches in length, double and knot 
through every stitch at the ends for fringe. 
A rug to be placet! before a bed nee Is to be 
ts ’o yards in length. 
These rugs are really 
handsome upon m atting ou inlaid or a 
painted floor. 
The krtitt ng becomes heavy 
« era .as the rug j regresses in 
length, 
but can be done at o d monu uts, and v. .il 
fully repay the effort expended.—[E . 
iu 
the New York Tribune. 


Receipts. 


B e e f s t e a k S t e w e d W it h o u t W a t e r . 
Get three or four pounds of rump steak, 
cut about an inch thick ; put an ounce < f 
•utt r in a frying-pan large en ugh to hold 
your steak, and let the butter melt wi-.h- 
out brow ning: wash the steak quickly in 
cold wqter and put it in the frj ing pan, 
covering'closely. 
As soon as it is th- r­ 
oughly heated, season with a teaspooniu! 
of »alt and a salt.-po. nful of white pepper; 
then pash the pan bw k on the stO' e where 
it will simmer—not b il—keeping it cov­ 
ered all the time and a weight on the 
cover. 
It will be found to be cooked and 
perfectly tender in an hour and a half. 
Put ou a hot dish, and add half a teacup of 
tomato or two taolespoonfiih of walnut 
catsup to the gravy iu the pan, and pour it 
over the steak. 


B a k e d C a b e a o e B a l l s . — 1T a k e a larce, 
firm cabbage, boil whole in salt and water 
t i l l te n d e r e n o u g h to e a t, b u t n o t to fa ll to 


pieces ; then lay in cold water till ready 
for use, or until perfectly cold. 
Take the 
leaves from the stalk without breaking 
them, k’V three or four together open ou 
the taoio until you have a dozen piles. 
Fry an onion and chop tine with the re­ 
mainder of the cabbage leaves; season 
lightly with salt and pepper, aud mix in a 
pound of hitihly-seasoned sausage meat ; 
make into balls and lay them ou your cab­ 
bage leaves ; roll the cabbage leaves around 
them, and tie firmly with a soft strin g ; 
lay them in a baking pan with half a pint 
of stock or gravy, and bake for 20 minutes 
iu a moderately hot oven. 
To B o il a H a m . —Scrape well, and un­ 
less fresh enough, soak it for four hours, 
then w rap in a coarse towel and place it iu 
a kettle of cold water. 
Add a handful of 
clean timothy hay, a carrot, two celery 
roots, two medium sized onions, two bay 
leaves, six cloves, and a little parsley and 
thyme. 
If the kettle is of porcelain or 
granite, or even a bright tin one, put in a 
teacup of good cider vinegar, but do not 
use vinegar iu an iron kettle. 
Bring the 
water to a boil, and do not let it Btoji for 
three or four hours, according to the size of 
the ham. 
Leave it in the water until a 
little co. l, then skin, trim and sift a thin 
late r of finely rolled crackers over it. 
Bake for two hours in a moderate oven. A 
poor ham cooked in this way is made pass­ 
able, 
and 
a good one .is 
rendered 
four-fold better. 


P o t a to S a l a d. — Boil and mash the po­ 
tatoes fin ; season highly with butter, 
pepper, salt, a little sweet cream ; then 
have ready about three hard boiled eggs to 
one quart of the mashed potato ; take off 
the whites and chop line ; mash the yellows 
and mix th m according to your taste w ith 
some made mustard, r. little sugar, salt, 
pepper, and just enough vinegar to moisten 
the preparation ; mix well these ingredi­ 
ents ; put a layer of the mashed potatoes 
in a flat pan, ar.d with a spoon put the 
salad dressing in spots over the potatoes, 
another layer of potatoes, then the salad, 
and so on, putting the potatoes on top. 
Smooth over evenly, and set in the stove 
to brown.—[From “ Housekeeping in the 
Blue Grass.” 


C o c o a n u t P u d d in g .— Grate a large co- 
coanut; mix with it half a pound of pul­ 
verized sugar, and stew in a pint of miik 
fifteen or twenty minutes in a double tin 
vessel, the lower cue having w ater in it, 
counting the time after the water has 
boiled in the lower tin ; butter, and then 
flour lightly a baking-pan; line it with 
stale sponge cake, cut in rather thin slices; 
put on a layer of the stewed cocoanut, then 
the cake, and so on till the dish is full, 
letting the cake be la s t; put in with the 
cocoanut a quarter of a pound of good but­ 
ter, cut in small pieces ; pour over the 
whole half a tum bler of w ine, and bake 
an hour in a moderate oven ; eat hot. 


P l a in M o l a sse s C a n d y . —Two quarts 
of molasses in a two-gallon preserving ket­ 
tle. 
Boil steadily over a slow lire for a half 
hour, stirring uninterruptedly. 
If it shows 
any inclination to boil over or burn, re­ 
move to a cooler part of the stove. 
Try 
by dropping a little in cold water ; if it ts 
brittle, it is done. 
Then add a teasponful 
of carbonate of soda thoroughly pcwdered. 
Take oft' the fire immediately, and pour 
into shallow buttered tins. 
If nut or fla­ 
voring are desired, they can be well stirred 
in after the candy is removed from the lire, 
or it can be pulled with well-buttered 
hands when nearly cold. 


B o sto n B r o w n B r e a d .—Mix one pint 
of Graham flour and one pint of com 
meal, half a pint of molasses, a pint of 
sour milk, and a teaspoon of salt into a 
stiff' batter. 
Dissolve two teaspoons of 
soda in a very little hot water and stir it in 
thoroughly; then put the bread into a 
deep round pan, well greased, and steam 
for two hours and a half, after which bake 
for half au hour; or, it m aybe baked in 
ordinary bread pans and will require an 
hour or lonxer in a moderate oven. 
Rye 
tl i'ir may tie used instead of Graham. 
If 
the bread i» too sweet, take less molasses 
and till the cup up with milk. 
To P o t Run H e r r i n g .— Get 25 red her­ 
ring, clean, take off the heads. 
Take a jar 
that will bold a gallon, pack the fish closely 
in the jar, take one quart best cider vine­ 
gar, one tahlespocnful of salt, tablespoon­ 
ful whole allspice, put on the stove until it 
begins to boil, pour it over the fish, set in 
a warm oven for four hours. 
If wanted 
very soon, pour off the vinegar and add 
fresh after four days. 


B a k e d 
H a s h .—Chop the meat very 
fine, and put in a pan with some w ater ; 
add salt and pepper, butter and bread 
crumbs to ta s te ; season with a little 
chopped onion, parsley thym e—all minced 
fine ; half a cup of milk or cream with one 
egg beaten in ; grate some crumbs over the 
top and bake till brown.

THE FISH QUESTION. 
A foolish member of the Legislature was 
so ill-advised the other evening as to inti­ 
mate to Mr. B. B. Redding, Fish Commis­ 
sioner, that he had no business to come 
before a committee to oppose the prepos­ 
terous claims of the fishermen for the abo­ 
lition of the close season. Perhaps, there­ 
fore, it may be also thought by some legis­ 
lators that the press has no business to 
participate in this discussion, and that, in 
fact, nobody has any rights in the premises 
but the aforesaid fishermen. Neverthe­ 
less we shall take the liberty to ex­ 
press the opinion that as Mr. Red­ 
ding is of counsel for the People in all 
matters appertaining to the conservation 
of the fish interest, he was strictly 
within the line of his duty on the oc­ 
casion referred 
to. 
Moreover, 
we 
think it is clearly perceived by the public 
that Mr. Redding's positions on the fish 
question are sound, and that the demands 
of the fishermen are unreasonable and 
against public policy. It is not desirable 
or proper that these men and the canners 
should have a monopoly of all the fish in 
the rivers, yet that, and nothing less, is 
what they demand. Their proposition for 
a so-called close season from Saturday 
night to Monday morning is a farce. What 
they really ásk is that there shall be no 
close season at all. They would, if the 
proposed law was passed, be enabled to 
strip the rivers of all the fish, and the 
people of the interior would be left with­ 
out a fin. 
It is a most impudent 
proposition, and the Legislature can­ 
not grant it without flagrantly betraying 
the interests of the people. Members 
of no party can afford to put themselves on 
record as indorsing such a bill, and the 
cesire to oblige a colleague who may have 
nade rash promises to some of his con­ 
stituents cannot be advanced as an excuse 
fo- sacrificing the interests of the whole 
BUte in order to swell the profits of a few 
in one section. A close season has been 
shown to be necessary for the proper stock­ 
ing of the rivers and streams with fish, and 
the present law ought not to be altered, 
nnlets it be to lengthen the close season. 
The ishermen and canners nowenjoy every 
right and privilege to which they have any 
shadcw of claim. Let them be content to 
let well enough alone. 
The Nevada Central has commenced 
shipping freight to Austin merchants. 


After the expenditure of much time, 
money and enginefcring talent, it has at last 
been definitely ascertained that the prob­ 
lems of reclamation and mining debris are- 
capable of a satisfactory solution, and that 
the way to treat them is by a compre­ 
hensive system. The fanners, the niiuers, 
the inhabitants of cities exposed to over­ 
flow through the filling up of the livers, 
are all interested in having such a system 
adopted. Great sums have been expended 
in partial plans of reclamation, but because 
of their want of harmony with any general 
system they have been abortive. All the 
experience of the past enforces the lesson 
that safety for the State lies in upity o', 
action, and in that alone. All the ex; erience 
of the past shows that so loug as any in­ 
terest or section tries to secare its pro­ 
tection without reference to other sections, 
its labor will be in vain. Every step in 
the investigations which have been recently 
concluded point the same way. There 
is no longer any uncertainty about the 
matter. 
We know the policy which 
science assures us will succeed, and we 
know that every other policy has already 
failed. 
Under these circumstances it is a 
matter not only for surprise, but for ad­ 
verse comment, that the first attempt to 
utilize and apply the knowledge gained at 
so much expense should have been met 
with a clamor of hasty and acrimonious 
objections, instead of being considered 
calmly, and with a view to the removal of 
whatever objectionable features it may 
contain. 
Notwithstanding the over­ 
whelming evidence now before the public 
of the necessity of concerted action on 
these questions, it would seem impossible 
to introduce auy bill proposing to 
deal practically with them, without 
causing an instant revival of all the nar­ 
row, petty, short-sighted jealousies and 
apprehensions which have had so much to 
do with the failure of previous attempts iu 
this direction. It is evident that if the 
serious problems to be considereil are to be 
handled in this spirit, nothing can he done 
this session, and we desire to point out 
now that if remedial legislation is not se­ 
cured it will be owing to the unintelligent 
and captious opposition of those who, 
while incapable of creating a practicable 
system themselves, seek to discredit every 
proposition advanced by others. 
If nothing is done at this session the 
future will have to take care of itself. The 
litigation between the farmers and the 
miners will proceed, and the settlement of 
the debris question will have to await the 
tedious and well-nigh interminable pro­ 
cess of the Courts. J t is already very evi­ 
dent that the chief obstacles to progress at 
present are being prepared by attorneys 
who fear that the adoption of a compre­ 
hensive system of drainage and reclamation 
would interfere with their business by do­ 
ing away with the necessity for litigation. 
It is perfectly clear that the interests of the 
people, of the fanners, the miners, the 
ckizens of Sacramento and Marysville, the 
owners of swamp lands, demand the adop­ 
tion of a system which will embody and 
apply the principles laid down iu the report 
of the State Engineer. In fact none but 
the lawyers have anything to hope or ex­ 
pect from procrastination iu this business, 
and their motives are obviously selfish, and 
not in harmony with the public welfare. 
Sacramento has much to gain and nothing 
to lose by the adoption of such a general 
system of reclamation, and, moreover, 
Sacramento cannot afford to wait. 
Every ytar adds to the danger iu 
which 
the flow of 
debris 
places 
this city, and therefore all our interests 
require that we should support a policy 
of immediate action. There has keen al­ 
together too much cross-purpose about 
this matter in the past, and it is time 
sensible men united to carry into effect 
whatever plans may upon full examina­ 
tion prove the most satisfactory. There 
is no danger that any bad legislation will 
be had in the premises. Tiiose who are 
interested can shape it to suit themselves. 
But the demand of the hour is for action. 


Sacramento is deeply interested in the 
proposed extension, from a business stand­ 
point, since it would promote facilities for 
trade with El Dorado county, aud bring 
in re a large amount of traffic which has 
hitherto taken other directions because 
of the difficulty surrounding the commu­ 
nications. 
One of the most importaut 
arguments for the extension lies in the 
statement regarding the proposed flume 
from Sportsman’s Hall to Placerville, for 
the transportation of lumber from the 
practically virgin belt of magnificent tim­ 
ber already opened to Sportsman’s Hall* by 
the El Dorado Water aud Deep Gravel 
Company’s canal. The erection of this 
flame w ill “ rcn ’er accessible a belt thirty 
“ miles in length of the best mountain tim- 
“ ber, which can be delivered at the cars 
“ at a triiliug expense,’’ but which is at 
present incapable of utilization, because of 
the cost of transporting it by wagou to 
Shingle Springs. Our business men would 
serve the interests of this city in doing 
whatever they cau to assist their neighbors 
of El Dorado county in persu iding the rail­ 
road company to make the desired exten­ 
sion. and there seems no reason to doubt 
that the proposition is sound as a business 
project so far as the railroad interest is 
concerned. 
. &TAR M IL CJNTRACIS. 


At present tin re is a prevailing cry for 
labor going up from the unemployed. 
Thousands of healthy men iu San Fran­ 
cisco are without work. Well, here is a 
means whereby they, and thousands more, 
can obtain it. Millions of capital also are 
withdrawn from investment aud lying idle 
in the State. Well, here is a means 
whereby every dollar of it can be profit­ 
ably employed. Reclamation of the swamp 
lands, the building of debris dams in the 
mountains, the extension of levee systems, 
afford opportunities for the utilization of 
all the spare labor iu California. And the 
employment of that labor upon these woiks 
is demanded in the interest of the whole 
State. It is the creation of enormous 
wealth to which it would he devoted. 
The reclamation of the swamp and 
overflowed lands will add scores of millions 
to the taxable property of the State, build 
up new industries, cause the settlement of 
immense tracts now lying waste, stimulate 
trade in every direction, and give the com­ 
munity treasures the value aud permanence 
of which would sink the Comstock lode 
into comparative insignificance. This is 
the most importaut undertaking now be­ 
fóte the people, and it promises the most 
magnificent results. Let it therefore be 
discussed with a due sense of its magni­ 
tude, of the benefits to be derived from it, 
and of the urgency of the remedial measures 
which are proposed. Work for the unem­ 
ployed, wealth for all concerned, security for 
endangered property, the utilization of rich 
and fertile regions hitherto idle, the en­ 
couragement of settlement and cultiva­ 
tion, the enhancement of real estate values 
—all these desirable ends are embraced 
in the drainage and reclamation problem. 
It would be nothing short of a calamity 
should the session end before any legisla­ 
tion is had upon this momentous question, 
but the only way to secure what is needed 
is for all concerned to unite in amending 
and improving, instead of opposing and 
pulling to pieces, such bills as are intro­ 
duced. 
A MATTER OF INTEREST TO SACRA­ 
MENTO. . 
We publish elsewhere an account of a 
meeting held recently by the citizens of 
El Dorado county, for the purpose of pre­ 
senting arguments in behalf of the exten­ 
sion of the Sacramento and Placerville 
Railroad to Placerville. 
The showing 
made of the growth of El Durado county 
is, as will be at once perceived, highly en­ 
couraging, and the ripeness of the demand 
for an extension of the road can hardly be 
questioned. 
It is further apparent that 


Weqirint a letter this morning contain­ 
ing some valuable ar.d interesting informa­ 
tion in regard to “ star” mail routes. Our 
correspondent shows that while the Postal 
Department has always exhibited au ex­ 
treme niggardliness in providing for the 
postal demands of regions through which 
railroads run, and has persistently re­ 
fused to furnish sufficient clerical service 
for tfio railroad postal cars, yet enormous 
sums hive betn continually expended upon 
these “ star” mail routes, which are appa­ 
rently carefully nursed Government swin­ 
dles of the most pronounced character. 
The recent revelations at Washington are 
here supplemented by a number of well 
| authenticated instances in which small ap­ 
propriations for these “ star” routes'have 
been gradually hut frequently increased, 
until they have reached enormous propor­ 
tions. Thus it has not been uncommon to 
swell an original contract for $ir>,000 a 
year to $150,000 a year, by judicious 
nursing, and this without materially, or 
even at all, lengthening the route or in­ 
creasing the service. Aud while the pub­ 
lic funds are thus squandered in corrupt 
schemes of this kind, the legitimate re­ 
quirements of the public are ignored. The 
railroad mail service iu this State is no­ 
toriously insufficient, and the railroads are 
forced down to the last notch by the hard 
bargainers of the Department; but some 
rascal who owns a buckboanl on the plains, 
and knows the ropes at Washington, cau 
go there and secure appropriations enough 
to enrich a whole generation of his fellow- 
swindlers. It is time this abuse was recti­ 
fied, and time our delegation saw to it that 
the Postal Department does its duty to 
California more faithfully. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


PARNELL AS A LIAR. 
The question of Parnell’s “ veracity” 
has by this time become almost a standing 
joke at the East, he has been convicted of 
lying so uniformly, so wantonly, and so 
foolishly. Among the most notorious of 
his falsehoods was that to the effect that 
the Dublin Relief Committie was only ex­ 
tending aid to distressed tenants vt ho had 
paid their rent. This was at once shown 
to be untrue, and it was in return charged 
upon Parnell that his own relief committee 
refused relief to those who had paid their 
rents. He promptly denied this charge in 
public, but it has been proved to be true, 
and now even bis friends are urging him to 
stop speaking and go home.

P rogress and P overty. An inquiry into the cause 
of industrial depreteiun, anti of increase of want 
with increa-e I*f weall'n. T e remedy, i’y lie nr} 
George. New York: D. Appleton A Co. 
Mr. George has here written a very 
r-markable book. It is neither more 
n¡ r less than a deliberate impeachment 
of every pre-existing school of political 
economy, and the establishment upon 
their ruins of a theory of social organ­ 
ization involving in its adoption the uprooting 
of the foundations of civilization as at pres­ 
ent constituted. It is obvious that a work 
embracing propositions so new and challenges 
so daring must command attention, even ii 
the novelty and audacity uf it are its main 
attractions. But we should be duiug great 
injustice to Mr. George if we were to pretend 
that his book possesses no stronger recom­ 
mendations than these. It is, within its lim­ 
its, a carefully and skillfully written argu­ 
ment, ai.d it embodies a great deal of shrewd 
thought, and abounds with suggestive ideas 
It is one of those books which are sure to be 
blamed and prais d with equal indiscretion. 
It is calculated to captivate the average 
reader, however, and becau.-e this is so, and 
because it appears to us that harm as 
well at good may arise from the common 
tendency to acquiesce in a seemingly 
strong argument, the real merits of which 
are beyond the discernment of the masses, 
it is desirable that ic should be examined 
with particular care. Before poiuting out 
wherein its defects lie, however, it is neces­ 
sary to give some account of a book which is 
certain to provoke a very active discussion 
among thinking men. Mr. George sets out 
to show that the accepted theories in regard 
to the causes of the tendency of wages to a 
minimum are erroneous. He tilts at Adam 
Smith, and John Stuart Mill, and Malthus, 
and Ricardo, and McCullough, and all the 
economists, and having the choice of ground 
aud weapons, he is enabled to demolish fai3 
adversaries. His arguments against Mill and 
Malthus aro extremely ingenious and adroit. 
Indeed the whole book is a really spleudid 
series of logical triumphs. 
The author 
marches on from demonstration to demonstra­ 
tion with an energy, a persistence, a mastery 
of his plan of campaign so thorough as to 
carry the reader with him, wh'le the intense 
earnestness and frequent eloquence of liis 
language infuse into all lie says a 
kind of enthusiasm which goes far toward 
atoning for the utter absence of diffidence, 
which would otherwise be one of the most 
remarkable characteristics of the work. 
The aim of the book is to show that the 
increase of want with the increase of wealth 
has been misapprehended by all who have 
written on the subject before ; that the Mal­ 
thusian theory of population is disproved by 
the facts ; that the current theory of wages 
and interest is all wrong; that none of the 
remedies for pauperism hitherto proposed 
are of any value ; but that the only way to 
save modern civilization from the ruin which 
has fallen upon ancient societies is to abolish 
private ownership in land. 
The way in 
which this hypothesis is developed is admir­ 
able. A more strongly connected argument 
it would be scarcely possible to conceive. 
The ingenious author has apparently left no 
loophole unguarded, no objection unprovided 
for. And because of this close reasoning and 
smooth progress the interest of the argument 
is sustained to the close, which is impassioned 
enough to have proceeded rather from 
a fervid disciple of Jean Jacques Rousseau 
than from a sober Pennsylvania American of 
the latter end of the nineteenth century. 
We cannot find space for such an analysis of 
the book as would alone do it justice. It 
would be alike unfair and presumptuous to 
condense into a few hasty lines the pith of 
arguments which have been labored with the 
greatest care, and whose force consists in 
their elaboration. Nor would it be possible 
to convey to such as had not seen the book 
any adequate conception of its character or 
scope by such methods. It is emphatically a 
work which must be read to be appreciated, 
and we shall not hesitate to add that it is a 
work which all thinking men ought to read, 
notwithstanding the extreme radicalism of its 
conclusions, and notwithstanding the fallacy 
of many of its positions. 
We desire to place on record our very 
hearty appreciation of the merits of the work 
before proceeding to point out wherein it 
seems to fall short of the aims of the 
author. We recognize in it one of those in­ 
valuable attempts to throw more light upon 
the scheme of civilization, which are always 
so prolific of intellectual progress. It may 
not follow that indifference to the influence 
of authority in matters of opinion indicates 
originality of mind, or predominance of 
genius; but it is certain that without that 
want of reverence for conventional standards, 
there would be little or no advance, and that 
it alone has repeatedly saved the world from 
sinking into the torpid condition of the Chi­ 
nese. It is from friction that fire springs, 
and it is from the sharpest and most sweep­ 
ing challenges of received hypotheses that 
the greatest enlightenment is to be ex­ 
pected. 
The standard erected by Mr. 
George, the pursuit of Truth at no matter 
what cost, is one which all liberal intelli­ 
gences must recognize and defer to. His 
method is the only thoroughly respectable 
method of inquiry, and whoever follows it is 
entitled to have his results examined with 
the utmost candor and impartiality. While, 
however, Mr. George has here produced a 
very able and powerful and deeply interest­ 
ing volume, and while we are satisfied that 
many of his criticisms of accepted economic 
theories are souud, we are compelled to say 
that we do not think he has succeeded in 
what must be regarded as the crucial demon­ 
stration of his system : the demonstration, 
namely, that the methods he advocates would 
really bring about the improvement he seeks 
in the condition of mankind. 
The very compactness of his argument 
tends to blind the reader to the narrowness of 
its limits, and to produce conviction of its 
truth. It must therefore be pointed out that 
this compactness, when understanding^ re­ 
garded, is really a cause for suspicion rather 
than conviction. And for reasons which we 
will now advance. Previous writers on politi­ 
cal economy have, with few exceptions, com­ 
menced unprejudiced and uncommitted. If 
they have seemed to get confused occasionally, 
if they have at times adopted inconsistent or 
mutually destructive hypotheses, it was be­ 
cause they were traversing a country without 
roads, over which every traveler must pick 
out his own path. But it is not so with Mr. 
George. In this case we must study the 
genesis of the hook in order to obtain the 
data for just conclusions in regard to it. It 
is well known in this State, at least among 
literary men, that Mr. George has for several 
years entertained the belief that all taxes 
ought to be placed upon land. That he reached 
that belief long before he had given the sub­ 
ject anything like an exhaustive examination, 
we have no doubt he would himself admit. But 
in this fact we have the explanation of much 
that without it must seem perplexing. It 
teaches us that in all his economical studies 
Mr. George was seeking confirmation for a 
pre conceived hypothesis, and it at once be­ 
comes evident that in doing this the desire 
to strengthen his argument has repeatedly 
warped his judgment, and at times even seri­ 
ously affected the fidelity of bis representa­ 
tions of conflicting opinions. As illustra­ 
tions of what we mean we will adduce his 


statement of the law of wages as currently 
accepted, and his travesty—for it is nothing 
les.—of the Malthusian doctrine. In the 
first of these instances we think he has, no 
doubt unconsciously, ascribed to a whole 
school views which it is extremely doubtful 
whether any of them held or hold, while in 
the second he has revived against Malthus 
those exploded charges aud those extrava­ 
gant imputations which the opponents of that 
celebrated writer assailed him with on the 
first appearance of his work, but which have 
long since been abandoned by all who have 
read the Essay on Population for themselves. 
The possession of a favorite theory is a 
worderful clarifier of the ideas, but it is by 
no means so conducive to the attainment of 
impartial conclusions. -The man who has a 
hobby is apt to ride it hard, and to subor­ 
dinate everything else to it, whenever he can 
i!u so. Whoever sets out to dem nstrate the 
truth of a notion which has already obtained 
complete possession of his mind, is tolerably 
certain to succeed, at least to his own satis­ 
faction ; and if his researches happen to be 
iu so imperfectly explored a region as that of 
political economy, he cau take great liberties 
with the opinions of his antagonists without 
incurring much danger of being taken to task 
by the pul lie who read his argument. We 
do not mean to say that Mr. George has 
d ine this with any view to the suppression 
of facts which make against him, but we do 
assert that no man who sets out with a 
preconceived theory, aud who works 
up to it from the beginning, can avoid be­ 
ing influenced most powerfully by such 
matters as support his foregone con­ 
clusions. No doubt it will be said that 
the question whether Mr. George proceeded 
untiammeled by a previous thtorv or not, is 
immaterial, the real question being whether 
he has succeeded in proving his case. But 
this is not so. Any man can prove any case 
if he is permitted to arrange the facts to suit 
himself. The real question must therefore 
always be, not, has lie proved Ids ca-e, but, 
has ire so fairly and fully marshaled the facts 
as to render liis final demonstration a genu­ 
ine one ? To answer this question it i- obvi­ 
ously necessary to have gone largely over the 
same ground traversed by the author. To 
those who are compelled to rely upon him for 
every representation of the views of his op­ 
ponents, his argument will probably appear 
complete and conclusive. That is as much 
as to say that it will so appear to the major­ 
ity, as well of critics as of readers, and this 
we quite believe and expect. Nevertheless 
we are convinced that the peculiar circum­ 
stances concerning the genesis of the book 
which we have pointed out, ought to be con­ 
sidered by all who read it, and that without 
a knowledge of these circumstances it is very 
unlikely to be rightly apprehended. 
Before proceeding to a consideration of the 
author’s final conclusions, the which we have 
said appear to us ill warranted, it is de­ 
sirable to bestow some attention upon his 
preliminary assumption, namely, that pov­ 
erty increases pari passu with wealth. It is 
evident that the demonstration of this posi­ 
tion ought to have preceded every other con­ 
sideration, and yet, curiously enough, it is 
simply taken for granted. We should he 
strongly disposed to deny its soundness. We 
do not believe that auy such condition of 
things can be proved. On the contrary, we 
believe that the tendency of civilization is to­ 
wards the diminution of poverty and the 
steady increase of comfort and enjoyment of 
life among the masses. The proportion of 
very poor to the community is less now than 
it ever has been. The standard of comfort 
among the poor is higher now than it ever 
ka3 been. Of such destitution as was too 
common to excite remark a century and a 
half ago, the instances are now so rare as to 
be phenomenal. The masses of workingmen 
to-day enjoy material comforts and con­ 
veniences which were inaccessible to the rich a 
few generations ago. They live better in all 
ways. They not only earn higher wages, but 
the money with which they are (raid possesses 
a larger purchasing power. Their condition 
is immeasurably better than was that of the 
common people even at the beginning of the 
present century.' If we regard the most 
thickly populated countries of Europe the 
same observations hold good. The enormous 
increase of population which has taken place 
during the last two hundred years is of itself 
s, convincing proof that life has been made 
easier for the masses, for under more rigorous 
conditions no such increase could have oc­ 
curred. 
A great disparity in wealth between the 
poorest and the richest no doubt exists, and 
this disparity has always existed, nor is there 
any reason why it should ever cease to exist. 
A similar disparity may be observed between 
intelligences, between physical developments, 
between tempers and tendencies, and capaci­ 
ties of every kind. A similar disparity may 
be traced in all the works of Nature. Who 
looks for Equality iu the universe will look in 
vain, for every law of matter flouts the 
theory. That the possessions of men should 
be unequal is no more remarkable, and no 
more unreasonable, and no more objection­ 
able, than that the mental abilities of men 
should be unequal, or that tboir bodies should 
differ radically in respect to their muscular 
strength. The accumulation of great wealth 
need give no concern to the statesman, nor is 
it a matter with which the economist cun 
rightly deal. The only question of vital im­ 
portance is, whether the condition of the 
masses is improving. If it is, and if it can be 
shown, as we believe it can, that there is a 
greater happiness enjoyed by a greater num­ 
ber to-day than at any previous period in the 
history of the world, then it matters little or 
nothing that individual aggregations of 
wealth are on the increase, while it may not 
be difficult to demonstrate that civilization is 
stimulated by the possibility of attaining these 
splendid prizes. 
Passing by this consideration, which really 
goes rather to the justification for writing 
such a book as Mr. George’s, than to the 
book as actually written, it is necessary to 
say something of his theory of land tenure, 
for upon this the whole argument hinges. 
We cannot but admire the skill with which 
he has led up to his favorite hypothesis, and 
the boldness with which he advocates it, even 
though the latter quality appears to brand 
the system as hopelessly impracticable. The 
defense of the present tenure of land on eth­ 
ical principles is im]>ossible. That much may 
be freely granted, and has indeed been 
conceded by so 
logical and 
impar­ 
tial a rea8oner as Herbert 
Spencer. 
But ethics do not constitute a suffi­ 
cient basis for human society to rest upon, 
and this fact is not clearly enough perceived 
by those who insist upon the wrongfulness of 
the existing systems of land tenure. It must 
be remembered that civilization is yet in its 
infancy; that it has been throughout a con­ 
stant struggle against savagism and bar­ 
barism ; that at all times the methods 
adopted have been those which were alone 
possible at the moment; that at all times 
it has been necessary to tolerate manv 
evils for the sake of maintaining stability iu 
Society, that being the sole hope of im­ 
provement ; that prescription has acquired the 
force almost of a law of nature in this way; 
and that the spirit which infuses civilization, 
namely, the spirit of progress and of ambi­ 
tion, has throughout steadily supported what­ 
ever methods and practices and laws con­ 
tributed most to the security of property, and 
to the enfranchisement of enterprise. Nor 
can it be said that the disposition has been to 


crystallize old and crude land laws into im­ 
penetrable forms. Oa the contrary, they 
have yielded repeatedly to the reforming 
influences of advancing intelligence, and in 
every really progressive nation their condi­ 
tion has always been a transitional one. 
Even at this moment, in that land of settled 
customs and veneration for precedents, Great 
Britain, Parliament is about, to attack the 
time-honored practices of primogeniture and 
entail. The question of the subdivision of 
land is one which is certain to be determined 
in accordance with the prevailing view of 
public feeling, in every modern country. 
But the abolition of private ownership in 
land, which Mr. George advocates, involves 
not merejy a change in land tenure, but a 
revolution in civilization. 
There is no in-tance in history wf the suc­ 
cess of a people who had not private owner­ 
ship in land. There are instances of aborted 
civilizations which have never got beyond 
community in laud. Community iu land has 
always been associated with the lower stages 
of civilization ; never with its higher stages. 
And when we seek and fiud the explanation 
of this we shall have put our finger upon the 
fatal blot in Mr. George’s book. He admits 
frankly that one result of his plan to 
put- all taxes upon land would be to 
check 
enterprise. 
He 
endeavors 
to 
gloss over this consequence by' arguing 
that the world would be made better if greed 
of gain was elinfinated, and by pieturinga state 
of society in which men would devote much 
more time to the generous emulation of intel-

But it does not seem 
to have occurred to him that his revolution­ 
ary change would have to be introduced to a 
world iu which, rightly or wrongly, the lust 
of gain and the ambition for material 
prosperity constitute the dominant social 
influences; and that in eliminating the 
means of satisfying these desires he would 
of necessity destroy the only motive 
for active exertions capable of influencing 
the men and women then in existence. In 
short, lie does not perceive that the present 
civilization is a product of evolution ; that 
it Iras developed slowly out of changing con­ 
ditions ; that the stimulants which conduce 
to the advancement of society are of the very 
essence of human nature; and that to re­ 
move the means of exercising tendencies so 
firmly associated with this human nature 
could only paralyze the civilization in which 
the experiment was tried, but could not re­ 
organize it. 
The stimulus' to exertion gone, the means 
of building for posterity withdrawn, the field 
of enterprise circumscribed, the decay of that 
civilization would follow. The development 
of that higher intellectual tendency which 
Mr. George imagines as a substit-’te for the 
greed of gain, would be looked for in vain. 
The standard of average intelligence and 
culture now marked by the average devo­ 
tion to sordid pursuits, would remain un­ 
changed. There would be, as before, a world 
full of vulgar, greedy, selfish people, but they 
would be to a large extent deprived of the 
means of gratifying their vulgarity, rapacity 
and egoism. 
Does Mr. George thick 
that his panacea would have the ef­ 
fect of purifying and electing human 
nature ? Did the adoption of a code or a law 
ever produce such a result? We are tempted 
to say of Mr. George’s reasoning on this 
head, e'est magnifique, mais ce n'est pas la 
guerre: it is splendid rhetoric, but it is not 
statesmanship, nor sober argument. Yet it 
by no means follows that there is no force iu 
his theory. The inequitable nature of the 
gains which accrue from the increase iu the 
value of land under given circumstances is 
not to be denied, and it is so glaring that for 
some time past the tendency has been greater 
and greater to find a remedy for it. That in 
the fullness of time such a remedy will be 
discovered, we do not doubt, and it is quite 
1 possible that this work may help the search 
considerably. 
. 
It is a necessity of high enthusiasm to 
gather all humanity into the field of its vis­ 
ion, and to fortify itself with the belief that 
it is working for the whole race. It is alike 
the charm and the blemish of Mr. George’s 
book that he has undertaken to regener­ 
ate the world, and that his catholic sympa­ 
thies embrace all peoples and races in one 
grand and comprehensive scheme of reform. 
The possession of such a genuine fervor of 
philanthropy as he exhibits on every 
page is of itself refreshing and gratifying, 
and in this instance it has imparted 
a certain fire and eloquence to his pen which 
will, we think, make of his book a great 
source of attraction to those whose intellectual 
condition causes them to prefer reason 
adorned with sentiment to reason unadorned. 
We do not hesitate to say that Mr. George 
has written a really delightful volume, and 
one which is full of that high and somewhat 
excited thought which for want of a better 
name is called inspiration. What com­ 
mends it to the average mind, however, 
is its sincere sympathy with humanity, 
its tenderness, its passionate desire for 
better things. We are inclined to think that 
it is destined to have a very great success, 
became in many of its features it appeals 
specially to that spirit of free inquiry which 
is one of the most marked characteristics of 
the age. 
We have endeavored, while fully recogniz­ 
ing the merits of the work, to point out some 
of its defects. Of these, we are of opinion 
that the last mentioned is fatal to the plausi­ 
bility of the whole hypothesis. It is not, 
however, by any means the only objection 
that could be urged against the hook, though 
it would require far more time and space 
than we can command to even touch upon such 
other points as have impressed themselves 
upon us. In some notices of “ Progress and 
Poverty” we have seen it spoken of as a dan­ 
gerous book. We do not think it is danger­ 
ous. It is a candid and outspoken presenta­ 
tion of views the adoption of which would 
revolutionize society, and bring the existing 
civilization to a dead stop. As we are as- 
aured that the interests enlisted for the main­ 
tenance of the existing civilization are 
tar stronger than auy which can be 
mustered against it, and as, moreover, 
the tendency iu modern society is more 
and more towards the orderly elimination of 
prescriptive abu.es, and the removal of need­ 
less inequalities, we believe that the only 
effect the general perusal of such a book can 
now have is to quicken discussion, and thus 
facilitate and hasten desired reforms. But the 
very fact that modern society is dominated 1 y 
the passion for acquisition constitutes a guar­ 
antee for the preservation of the freedom of 
action and the scope of possession which are 
indispensable to the full employment of enter­ 
prise and energy, and renders it certain that 
no restriction will lie placed upon those attri­ 
butes while human nature is what evolution 
has made it.

THE FITZGERALD EXTORTION CASE. 
In the Police Court yesterday the trial of 
The People vs. II. F. Fitzgerald, for an at­ 
tempt to extort money from the Pacific Mu­ 
tual Life Insurance Company, by means of 
verbal threats to publish defamatory articles, 
which was commenced on Thursday, was re­ 
sumed. \ \ . A. Anderson, counsel for the 
defense, moved to have the case dismissed, 
claiming that the prosecution had failed to 
prove that the insurance company was a Cor­ 
poration doing business under the laws of the 
State, blit the Court overruled the motioD.' 
J. II. Carroll was then recalled, and stated 
that the defendant came to him on December 
24th and claimed that the company owed him 
the sum of *<>00. 
The defendant, II. F. Fitzgerald, then took 
the stand in his own behalf, though evidently 
in opposition to the wishes of Ids counsel. 
He testified that he did go to the office of the 
Vice-President on the date stated and offered 
to deliver up his claim against the company 
for $100, as he needed money. He also told 
Dr. Moore that Warren Heaton and W. D. 
Stafford -had offered him that amount if he 
would publish certain defamatory articles, 
and was told to call again. Afterwards he 
. c>ld the account to Mr. Carroll for *20, and 
'"signed a receipt in full. 
On cross-examination the witness was 
shown his deposition taken in a former suit, 
and also a printed circular containing quota­ 
tions from articles that were published iu the 
Coast Review, charging that he had been con­ 
victed aud imprisoned for stealing jewelry; 
that he was once arrested for bigamy, gave 
bail and tied leaving his bondsmen to suffer ; 
that he had been posted asa fraud by various 
Masonic I.odges ; that he had used many 
aliases and committed various forgeries, in­ 
cluding what enrported to be a decree of 
divorce from his wife. The circular also 
contained a certificate from the defend­ 
ant acknowledging that the statements c >n- 
cerning his past record were true, and that he 
voluntarily made the certificate. When 
asked if the signatures were his own, he re­ 
plied that he had signed documents similar 
to that, and entered into a I ng account of 
his reasons for doing so. He said that he 
once sued the proprietors of the Coast Review 
for libel, and that they paid him a sum of 
money to uistniss the suit, and in doing so he 
signed the certificate, stating fl at the charges 
were true and that the allegations made by 
him were false. He claimed, however, that 
some of the contents of the depositions 
shown were incorrect. 
Mr. Anderson, for the defense, objected to 
the introduction of any such testimony, hut 
the Court overruled the objection. 
Mr. Cadwalader then produced a number 
of legal documents to show that the defend­ 
ant had used different aliases and committed 
various offenses, but their genuineness was 
denied by the defendant. 
W hile the defendant w-as being subjected 
to a rigid cross-examination as to his former 
career, Mr. Anderson again complained of 
the irrelevancy of such testimony, and pro­ 
posed to the opposing counsel that they 
should submit the case at once under the in­ 
structions of the Court. The proposition was 
accepted and the jury, after being instructed, 
retired. 
The jury at 1 o’clock reported that a ver­ 
dict could not he agreed upon, and were dis­ 
charged. 


B o a rd o f S u p e rv iso rs.— The Board of 
Supervisors met again yesterday, with all the 
members present. The report of Wm. Cur­ 
tiss, Overseer of Road District No. 18, was 
approved. The report of John Prentice on 
the survey of a certain road was received, 
and the road on the Sheldon grant was de­ 
clared a public highway. The committee to 
whom was referred the bids for grading and 
graveling the road from Guthrie’s to Lan­ 
sing’s farm, recommended that the work be 
postponed for want of funds. The following 
claims were allowed: James Holland, $19 60; 
N. Williams, §128 84; J. F. Clark. §132 ; 
James A. Putnam, §40; R-.uben Johnson, 
§35. The applications of W u. Farley, Jas. 
Connell, James H. Johnson. 1’ ixton McDow­ 
ell, E. Blauer and R. H. Greer, for the posi­ 
tion of night watchman at the Court-house, 
were placed on file, and Thomas Anderson 
teas given entire charge of the bunding for 
the present. 
T he Physicians Speak.— At the last 
meeting of the Sacramento Society for Medi­ 
cal Improvement, a resolution disavowing and 
condemning the alleged practice of receiving 
a percentageonprescriptions, was unanimously 
adopted. 1 he Society characterizes the prac­ 
tice as dishonorable, and says it considers it 
unjust to censure an entire profession for a 
practice which, as a body, it repudiates; es- 
specially unjust in view of the fact that the 
profession would refuse to affiliate with any 
physician wh.-m it knew to lie guilty of so 
reprehensible a practice. The Society holds 
that, with the same reason, one might con­ 
demn the legal, editorial or clerical profession 
because of the vices of individual members. 
The B lossoms.—Last year the tempera­ 
ture was ten or fifteen degrees higher each 
day than at present, and consequently fruit 
trees and dowers are considerably later in 
blooming this year. The almond tree, which 
generady puts forth its blossoms about the 
last of January, has hardly dared to risk 
the effects of contact with the chilling frosts, 
and the camelia japónica, which generally 
blooms about the 1st of January, is just now 
reluctantly showing its color.

'Hie Howard Benevolent Association of 
Sacramento was organized December 21, 
1857. It is a corporation. Its history is one 
of the pages of State history, and its reputa­ 
tion is world-wide. Some of its notable ex­ 
tensive acts of relief were seen in the cases 
of the flood of 1861-2; the flood of 187S ; on 
the occasion of the explosion of two steam­ 
ers, and on the occurrence of epidemics. But 
its constant chanties from day to day, while 
less prominent, have been no less effective 
and noble. It has existe! 264 months. It 
has disbursed in charity about §200,000 ex­ 
clusive of quantities of food, clothing, medi­ 
cine and household supplies contributed «¡irei-t, 
by patrons, which, in money value, would be 
worth 850,000. Kvery time it relieves a per­ 
son iu distress it is-ues a dispensation. Iu 
the 22 years it has issued 114,270 dispensa­ 
tions. 
FINANCES. 
For the year ending October 7, 1879, it 
received from subscribers, §19 927 29; from 
the State, §1 250 ; .-is interest, §819 47; by 
collections, §130 85; from donations aud 
benefits, §1,250 *0, and drew from the bank, 
§3,959 35, which, with §200.07 on hand Oc­ 
tober 1, 1*78, make- §0,597 S3 as the total 
receipts. It disbursed for relief of the poor 
in the year, §8,385 85. October 1, 1879. it 
had in its treasury of available funds, §211 98, 
and outstanding loans, **,368 75. There was 
due from the State *312 50, which, with 
§58 31 unpaid interest, made its a-sets 
*8.951 37, against which it had lulls audited, 
§513 20, leaving the net assets §8,438 37.

It helps no 
single, able-bodied men. It is sometimes im­ 
posed upon, but uses all possible guards to 
prevent unworthy use of the charity funds. 
Its sources of income are interest on invested 
funds, church and election donations, regular 
subscriptions by citizens from §10 to §1, and 
even 5dcents per month. Mr. Cushman is 
its StaArd. He aud some of its officers in­ 
vestigate every application for aid. Many 
people give the Society clothing, outer and 
under-shoes, hats, etc., and others regularly 
contribute food. All these contributions are 
given out by the steward from a depot on 
Seventh street, between K aud L. Ju-t now 
the Society is in close quarters. It is very 
hard up. Its officers begin to weary of well­ 
doing, and complain that the [>eople do not 
give enough to enable crying want to be re­ 
lieved by the Association. It is a question if 
the Society shall live or die. Ail this, and 
all that follows, is the statement, in brief, of 
officers of the Society, and presents the case 
of the Association for public judgment. 
WHAT THE SOCIETY EXHIBITS. 
I he Society- books show that at this time il­ 
ls extending aid to 25 men (8 of them are 
well and want work, 17 are sick and infirm), 
77 women (wives, widows and heads of de­ 
serted families, with a few single), and 181 
children. The disbursements of the Society 
for January. 1880, were §688 64, exclusive of 
clothing, bedding and food contributed by 
the charitable. The income of the Society 
for the same period was §180 20. Its availa­ 
ble means, February 1st, amounted to 
*886 66. The bills for February will amount 
to over S6U0 ; therefore, by March 1st. the 
Society will have but a little over §200 with 
which to continue its work. It has in bank 
aud receives interest upon §7,500. 
This 
is its reserve fund, which it refuses 
to touch, holding that to do so would prevent 
the Society from acting in the case of some 
greaj emergency, as tire, flood, explosion or 
other dire happening. To encroach for cur­ 
rent charity upon the re.-erve fund would cut 
off, it is held, a source of revenue and soon 
yvork the dissolution of the Society. It has, 
therefore, unanimously resolved to hold the 
reserve fund religiously sacred. The regular 
monthly expenses of the Society aggregate 
for steward’s services and rent of depot but 
§83. The Society asks the [>eople to guaran­ 
tee it §400 to §500 per month per year, and 
the officers of the Society promise in that 
case to add to it annually a sum equal to 
§300 per month. This addition they expect 
to get from the annual charity ball, which 
usually nets §2,000; from election boxes, 
which yield from 860 to §70 a year, and from 
special donations outside of regular subscrip­ 
tions. 
r e c e n t l y 
The Association sent outjto citizens some 700 
postal cards, to be returned to the Society 
with blanks tilled expressive of the desire of 
the citizen for the maintenance of the How­ 
ards, against the Howards, or a preference in 
supporting the poor by institutions supported 
by- taxation. The cards were accompanied 
by a circular setting forth : 
1. That the Society has acted for years as 
the almoner of the people’s charities, without 
fee or reward. 
2. .That without more subscribers it cannot 
carry on its work, it having less than 160 pay­ 
ing members, and its income will not exceed 
§225 per month. 
3. 'Hat it will receive no more State aid, 
and that the simple question is, shall the 
Howards disband 
4. That the Society believes if it ceases its 
labors the poor relieved by it will become 
county charges, and that will necessitate in 
creased taxation to provide an enlar.ed 
almshouse, and a new corps of officers for it; 
and the Society believes that, as public 
charges, the needy [mor will cost more for 
support than they do when aided through the 
medium of the Howards. 
5. That the establishment of larger alms 
houses will but invite the destitute from other 
counties. That, in short, the Howards stand 
to-day between the people of Sacramento and 
the increased taxation to follow- the erection 
of a new alms-house. 
6. That the Society is conducted by busi­ 
ness men, in a business maimer, and its books 
and its vouchers, for every dollar received and 
disbursed, are open for the inspection of any 
one. No one, except the Steward, receives 
any pay for services rendered. It works for 
charity's sake, and to save taxation to the 
community. Most of the Directors and ac­ 
tive members have been connected with the 
Howards over twenty- years, and feel a just 
pride in the Society. 
To this statement and appeal the Society 
has received in return but 76 of the postal 
cards, and the vote stood : 
Against the Howards..................................................31 
For the Howards .. .................................................. 45 
In favor of increased t&xa'.iou...................................34 
Against increased taxation........................ 
33 
A nu: iber, it will be seen, voted both for 
the Howards and for taxation. The effort to 
get a public expression by- means of postal 
cards may- therefore be deemed a failure, and 
the officers propose now to make another 
effort to ascertain the desire of the people in 
the premises. 
RELIEF CASES, 
tint of the large number of people—some 
280—now receiving aid from the Howards, 42 
aie taken at random from the Steward’s 
books, recorded as aided within the last 
thirty days, and in the most condensed form 
possible are given herewith. These cases are 
fairly representative of the whole number.

T urner H all.—Perhaps no better evi­ 
dence can he cited of the fact that the people 
want to be entertained, aud thvfc they will

be the most competent for the performance 
of this very important work. The extensive 
correspondence necessarily imposed upon 
him by his position renders him familiar with 
the general industries of the State, and of 
each section thereof, and hence capable of 
judging of the thoroughness or slackness of 
work performed by local census gatherers. 
This subject is worthy of the attention of the 
Legislature, and ought not longer to be half 
attended to as heretofore. 
INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS OF THE STATE. 


All enlightened Governments have recog­ 
nized the importance of some system for the 
collection and dissemination of correct and 
reliable statistics of productive industries. 
These statistics, properly collected and classi­ 
fied, form the only true means of determin­ 
ing the possibilities of a country's advance­ 
ment in the arts and sciences—in civilization 
and wealth during times cf peace, and of es­ 
timating or measuring its resources and 
strength when necessary to put it upon a war 
basis. These statistics are not only a crite­ 
rion of the natural susceptibilities cf a coun­ 
try, but cf the intelligence and industrial 
habits and economical practices of the people 
who inhal it such country. Before the dis­ 
covery of America by Europeans the natural 
susceptibilities cf the United ¡States were 
just as groat as they are to-day, but the iu* 
dolent habits of the aborigines, their entire 
want of system and design, or of govern­ 
mental direction an*} concentration of 
individual 
labor 
and 
effort, rendered 
those 
natural 
susceptibilities 
of 
the 
country of little value, either to the oc­ 
cupants of the country or to the balance of 
the world. So with California before its oc­ 
cupancy by a civilized people in 1849. Its 
natural resources or susceptibilities were just 
as great then as they are to-day, but for 
want of a knowledge of these resources, for 
want of system and direction in their dis­ 
covery and development, they were useless to 
the people who occupied the country, and to 
the rest of the world. The weakness of the 
country was made, conspicuous by the ease 
with which it was conquered and subdued 
when organized effort was brought to bear as 
against disorganized indolence. A horse is a 
much stronger animal than a man, but be­ 
cause of man’s superior intelligence, because 
he has a more perfect knowledge of his re­ 
sources and susceptibilities, he makes the 
horse his servant and uses the natural 
strength and powers of the horse for the 
advancement of his own interests and 
the 
security 
of 
his 
own 
ends. 
The National Government of the United 
States has practically recognized the great 
value of a specific knowledge of the industrial 
resources of the whole country, and of each 
part thereof, by providing for having a de­ 
tailed census of the property and the people 
of the country collected, classified and tab­ 
ulated once in each ten years. When once 
completed and published, this national census 
constitutes a work of great national value. 
It becomes the recognized and only reliable 
standard by which the progress of the pieople 
of the nation in material, political and moral 
strength can be measured. The very figures 
thus collected and published to the world give 
to our country a power and influence that it 
could obtain in no other way. They stand 
behind and enforce respect for our country 
and its authenticated representatives at the 
capital of every Government on the earth. 
They give force and power to our diplomacy 
wherever we have occasion to use it, and 
they in a great measure supersede the neces­ 
sity of a large standing army and an 
expensive navy. Indeed, these figures being 
the 
measure of the nation’s progress 
in 
times 
of 
peace, 
become 
the 
measure of her power in case of war, and in­ 
cidentally or indirectly operate as the great­ 
est motive power to push forward all our 
material advancements. They fight our bat­ 
tles for us on sea and on land, and thus ena­ 
ble us to keep our sailors and soldiers at 
home and busily engaged at productive labor 
in the fields and workshops. They encourage 
national morality and virtue by securing na- 
• tional peace. They discourage national vices 
by removing tbe greatest source of a nation’s 
temptation to evil—war. 
Notwithstanding the National Government 
gathers the industrial statistics of the whole 
country, and publishes them once in ten 
years in good form, and notwithstanding 
their great value, as above indicated, still 
one of the greatest necessities of California 
to-day is a thorough and reliable system of 
collecting and publishing the statistics of her 
own industries, either annually or once in 
two years. We are living in a climate in 
many respects different from the climate of 
any other State in the Union. We are de­ 
veloping and following industries but little 
known in any other section of the country. 
Our agricultural, our horticultural and our 
vinicultural products are more varied and 
different from those of any other State, and 
the inodes of culture are not the same as 
piracticed in any other section of the Uuion. 
From the great disparity of our products it 
follows that our markets are and must re­ 
main different from the markets of sections 
east of the Rocky Mountains. In fact, for 
many of our most valuable products—of 
wine, of raisins, of figs, of the various kinds 
of citrons and other semi-tropical fruits—we 
shall find our best maikets in the States of 
the Atlantic slope. We are developing in­ 
dustries for the Pacific coast to sustain a 
commerce peculiar to the Pacific coast. We 
look across the Pacific Ocean and find as our 
neighbors acro>s the waters Asia, Afriea and 
Australia, and our commercial relations must 
necessarily be much closer with these countries 
than with the western shores of the Old 
World. We therefore need, and in order 
that we 
may answer 
the 
demands 
and «¡estimes of 
our 
natural 
situa­ 
ron and surroundings, we must have a 
local and separate means of gaining informa­ 
tion in relation to onr industries and resources, 
and we must have an independent means of 
disseminating this information for our own 
benefit. While we, every decade, contribute 
to the store of knowledge necessary for the 
aggrandizement and good standing of the 
General Government, let us not forget our 
own local interests and onr own loeal knowl­ 
edge in relation to ourselves. Let us have a 
system of collection and dissemination of sta­ 
tistics distinct and complete within itself. 
The old plan of depending upon the unpaid 
services of Assessors in collecting statistics 
and reporting them to the Surveyor-Generxl 
has proved a complete failure. Like all other 
work half-way done in this line, the statis­ 
tics so collected and published have been 
greater damage than benefit to us. While 
we believe the statistics for each county can 
be very thoroughly and correctly gathered by 
the Assessors, we insist that this will never 
be done in this way unless they receive 
pay fo? these separate and especial services. 
Then again, the Assessors should be required 
to report to an officer specially charged with 
the supervision of the State’s census, and who 
shall have power to compel the performance 
of duties by those required by law to perform 
them, cr to see that compensation is with­ 
held. Now that it is proposed to - make the 
State Board of Agriculture a State institu­ 
tion, why not let them be charged with tbe 
duties heretofore imposed upon the Surveyor- 
General's office? The Secretary of the Board, 
who ought to be the best-posted agricultural 
man in the State, ought at the same time to 


Novt that the subject of general improve­ 
ment and advancement of the State’s inter­ 
ests and industries seems to have a prominent 
place in the public mind, we call attention to 
an idea we have lately heard advanced by 
one whose opinions, on account of his exten­ 
sive information, are at least entitled to 
consideration. 
rl he proposition is to make 
four grand divisions of the State for the sim­ 
plification and effective improvement of 
the agricultural and kindred industries. 
Let one division consist of the Upper Sacra­ 
mento valley—all north of Sacramento and 
between the summits of the two ranges of 
mountains east and west. The next to em­ 
brace the valley of the San Joaquin in the 
same manner. Tbe third to contain South­ 
ern California, or the counties naturally hav­ 
ing a center at Los Angeles. The fourth 
to embrace the coast and bay counties. With 
the State thus divided into geographical sec­ 
tions, it is thought that greater efforts cau 
be stimulated to industrial improvement. 
The northern section could concentrate its 
efforts aDd hold an annual or biennial fair of 
its products, say at Chico, Colusa or Marys­ 
ville. The San Joaquin Bection could do 
the same at Stockton, Bakersfield or other 
convenient locality. 
The bay and coast 
counties could unite íd an exhibition of tbeir 
products at some point on the bay, as Oak­ 
land, San Jose or Petaluma. The south­ 
ern counties could concentrate their ener­ 
gies and resources at Los Angeles, River­ 
side or Salinas. And then, each year, all 
could join in one grand exposition of their 
best efforts at Sacramento. 
It is believed 
that in such a division of the State better 
results would be secured, and with less ex­ 
pense, than by attempting to keep up all 
the small county and district societies now 
organized. The plan at least has the merit 
of greater simplicity, and probably greater 
efficiency.

WILD DUCKS AND THE WHEAT FIELDS. 
Wild geese have generally been much more 
destructive to the wheat-fields and annoying 
to farmers than ducks. This year, however, 
in some localities the ducks are doing the 
greatest damage. Thus, on Putah creek, 
Yolo county, ducks by the million settle upon 
the fields in the night and cut the blades of 
grain level with the surface. 
As they 
come in the night, it is more annoy­ 
ing than if they visited the fields in 
the daytime. The firing of a gun in the 
night only frightens them away a short dis­ 
tance, when they alight and prosecute their 
destructive work. Some of the farmers have 
discovered that lighted lanterns are the most 
effective means of keeping them away, and 
there may now be seen lamps burning n 
every part of many a large wheat field in 
this vicinity. For once the farmers are let­ 
ting their lights shine.

Workingmen’s Procession—“Mardi Gras” 
—Lent, and How it is Observed 
—What Gossips Say. 


San F rancisco, February 18, 18S0. 
Aroused the other day by the great sound 
of a drum in the distance, I flew to an open 
window, and, sure enough, “ down the street 
there was something coming,” headed by an 
advance guard of boys, one of whom tried to 
persuade the people that the sounds of the 
bugle came from a crooked stick he held in 
his mouth. A transparency, mottoed, '1 Wt, 
Will Not Beg,” was carried over a sturdy 
shoulder, and then followed the march. It 
was the Workingmen’s procession going about 
and calling upon corporations to discharge 
Chinamen. As far as good clothes and ban­ 
ners went, it was a poor enough procession, 
but it plodded on determinedly, unmindful of 
lookers-on, of the silent laugh or the amused 
expression. Some were smoking pipes, some 
were arm in arm, some old, some young, some 
straight and free of step, some bent and tired- 
appearing. A dozen women were sprinkled 
through tbe ranks, two only of whom seemed 
(let me use a hateful word) genteel. 
‘ 
ONE WAS TALL, 
And possessed a nameless air of independ­ 
ence. She wore a walking hat and a gray 
ulster, and stra'ghter shoulders I never saw. 
I wondered if she were Mrs. Anna Smith, of 
whom so much mention is made. If so, Mrs. 
Smith is a good-looking woman. If these 
people are sober, honest, industrious and 
starving, then it is a dreadful thing to see 
them; if they are idle, dissolute, incapable, 
the fault is not in work or employer. Yet, 
thinking they may be the first, a throb of 
pity must go through the heart, to see one’s 
own womankind thus before the common 
public of the street. Just now the proces­ 
sion is one of the sights of the city. The 
sand lot is such a curiosity as Seal Rock is, 
and sand-lotting has come to seem a business. 
A lady has asked this question, and I tell her 
I don't know. When she lived in the Ea-t- 
eru States ehe could get a hired girl for half 
what she pays one here, and yet they say 
living is cheaper in San Francisco than in 
Boston or New York. 
What makes the dif­ 
ference in wages when here labor seems a 
drug in the market, if one must judge from 
the outcry? 
Now, here is a queeriuu that 
puzzles me again: LENT 
Is supposed to he season for fasting and 
prayer, and self-denial, and all mortifications 
of the flesh, isn’t it? Very well. So we 
don’t eat meat, but we may have eggs, and 
pudding, and fruit-cake, and mince pie, and 
the most delicious fish of the market, and we 
get fat on Lent. It is a time set apart in the 
year for prayer, so we take a prayer-book 
and read, and go out to service early in the 
morning and yawn while somebody else reads 
prayers, and it’s fashionable, ami it sounds 
well to talk about, and then as we have 
plenty of time, we read new novels 
till lunch time. 
Then there are self­ 
denials and mortifications, that means 
no gay dressing and no dancing parties. But 
the mi st bewitching quiet costun.es are per­ 
missible, and they require ever so much 
preparation and thinking about and vanity, and 
one may talk all sorts of nonseme in evenings 
out and evenings at home, at terns and dinners 
and lunches, and still do the proper thing by 
Lent. I have the vision of the first Lent as 
15 was kept by the man of sorrows alone, bat 
that one is not our Lent of to-day. The letter 
| of the law is right, but what a feariul twist­ 
ing and turning it gets ! Is this a time to be 
planning festivities, to be making dresses, to 
be getting ready for weddings, to be talking 
ot invitations, that there may be a grand 
burst of joyful celebration at the end of the 
fortieth day? Not in this s irit was Lent in­ 
augurated, and how can people go on, year 
after year, with this desecration of all >acied- 
nea-—filling Lent with a very carnival of ex- 
ixctation? I have heard ever so many fa-h- 
iouable wometi say they should be glad when 
Lent came so they could rest. This is like 
the poor woman who took the little girl to 
the funeral became little Mary was ailing and 
the ride and country air would do her good. 
•Tn=t before Lent there was a grand, a decor­ 
ous and 
tirOH-TONED FROLIC, 
Which stirred society both as being a novel 
event and as being the last opportunity for 
kicking up heels before the beginning of the 
Rrtv days. But I forget that “ eociety ” in 
its dignified frolics never condescends to kick 


up its heels ; it takes out its enjoyment in 
languidly wriggling its diamond-decked toes. 
Borrowing a word and a custom from our 
Southern neighbors (for we are all neighbors 
in the United States, aren’t we?) a Mardi- 
Gras, a genial wind-up, a carnival, a discreet 
revelry, was given by the young men of Com­ 
pany G, a militia composed of “ family” and 
masculine style. Sad to tell, the California 
Theater—the theater of the Pacific coast— 
has succumbed to hard times and is no longer 
regularly given to the drama, its once famed 
stock company is scattered to the winds, and 
wandering stars shine in majesty upon other 
boards. But now and then over its stage 
where tragedy wailed and comedy winked, 
over its orchestra where the Bohemian Girl 
and L’Africaine and the Little Duke danced 
upon string and flute, over the parquet de­ 
voted to gray hairs and bald heads, stretches 
a floor waxed for the light fantastic. The 
seats beyond may tben have full view of the 
participants and yet be out of reach of swing­ 
ing trains and coat skirts, and thus at 
THE MARDI-GRAS 
Was it all arranged. Given by invitation, 
no tickets were obtainable for money, but for 
love two were squeezed cut to us. “ W hat! 
said we, trembling, “ we not to have tickets, 
when to stay at home argues us possessed of 
no full dress, no position, no style? Perish 
the idea of no tickets !” And we hail tick­ 
ets. An awning and a roadway of carpet led 
into the vestibule, and under the canopy and 
over the carpet, walked full dress, tirst fami­ 
lies, and we. Within, the auditorium was a 
scene. There was a sparkle of diamonds, a 
sheen of silks, a dull glow of velvets, a shiver 
and shake of smiles, a glance of fans, a vis­ 
ion of lorgnettes, a merry light of eyes and a 
mysterious suggestion of bon ton. Intox­ 
icated by our vicinity, for a moment we two 
outcasts, who hail 110 business to be so near 
wealth and ton, save that we were respecta­ 
ble and free Americans, tor a moment of 
mental dazzle and shimmer we could not 
have told it we were Mr. and Mrs. Bonanza, 
Nob Hill anil his daughter, Hon. Banker, 
Esq., and family, Sir Comstock Dividend 
and attachments, or just the plain, every­ 
day two folks we were—K. 11. and escort. 
There were the Townes, the Terises, the Tal­ 
bots, the Crockers, the McMullins, the Bar- 
roilhets, the Hagrins, the Barrens, the Bur- 
llngs, the Blandings, the Sweetapples, the 
McDougalls, the Gwins, the Floods, the De 
Guignes, the Fairs, tbe Frys—and we were 
there too. Odd masquerades were adopted 
by the members of the company, and the 
queen of carnival was chosen by chance, 
bangles being drawn from a symbolic rose, 
the lady whose hand brought forth the golden 
band from the silver ones being crowned 
fpieen.

Rev ived, That we, one and all, respectful y so­ 
licit and b g that the sacramento Valley and Placer­ 
ville Railroad Company do complete said road from 
S cramento at as early a day as possible, aud to that 
end we will ever pray. 
ADDRESS. 
To the President and Board of Directors of 
thg Sacramento anil Placerville Railroad’-— 
Gentlemen ¡ At a largely attended mass 
meteting of the citizens of K1 Dorado county, 
held at the Court-house, in this city, on the 
24th ultimo, the undersigned was app inted a 
committee to confer with you on the subject 
of extending your road from Shingle Springs 
to Placerville, and, in that capacity, we de­ 
sire to present for your consideration some of 
the reasons which we belive should influence 
you toward such a consummation. These 
reasons are based on strictly business prin­ 
ciples. You have in your possession the 
estimates of cost of construction, by the 
engineers who made the surveys, when it was 
designed CO extend your mad over the moun­ 
tains; therefore we need say nothing on the 
subject. It is well known that El Dorado 
county was, for many yeqrs, retrograding. It 
was the natural consequence of the exhaustion 
of the placer mines, before other profitable 
industries had been developed. But the ex­ 
treme point of depression has now been 
passed, and we are steadily moving in the 
other direction. As an evidence of this 
OUR ASSESSMENT ROLL, 
Which was §2,302,630 in 1878, was §2,325,­ 
525 in 1879; an increase of §22,895. Our re­ 
turning prosperity is principally clue to the 
development of our farming interests, added 
to the recent and gratifying results in mining 
operations. Placerville, besides being the 
county-seat, is the natural center of business 
for two-thirds of the county. Her present 
population is not far from 2,500, and there is 
scarcely an unoccupied business-house or res­ 
idence in the town. Business was never on a 
more substantial footing than now. By ref­ 
erence to your own hooks you can ascertain 
exactly what proportion of your business 
comes from this point, and what the value 
thereof would be over the proposed extension. 
But it is a well known fact that railroads 
make business, and there is every reason to 
believe that from the moment you reach this 
city your traffic will be doubled, if not 
trebled. 
WHY THE INCREASE WOULD BE LARGE. 
The stage or carriage riJe to .Shingle 
Springs, short though it is, keeps hundreds at 
home who would otherwise make frequent 
trips to the State Capital and San Francisco. 
Especially is this the case during the winter 
mouths, when the roads are in bad condition, 
and when, too, pleasure travel from this di­ 
rection would, with railroad facilities and 
convenience-, he the greatest. The converse 
of thi- is also true ; for many pleasure-seek- 
ers who would visit us during the summer, 
are deterred by the dust and heat of the stage 
ride. Coloma, Georgetown and the interven­ 
ing country would at once transfer their en­ 
tire travel and freight to this route, as being 
easier of access than either Folsom or Auburn. 
I You now handle a large per cent, of the 
: Georgetown, Greenwood, Coloma aud Union- 
j town freight at Folsom, which you would 
! then handle at Placerville. Coloma is but 
ten miles and Georgetown fifteen miles from 
i Placerville, with two good roads both ways. 
| The evidence we now have of the value and 
permanence of our quartz ledges give assur- 
' arree of 
A LARGE ACCESSION OF BUSINESS 
From this source, in the transportation of 
machinery and mining supplies. The most 
extensive of these mines are in our immediate 
vicinity. The transportation of heavy ma- , 
chinery'by wagon is so expensive that many I 
aro deterred by that cause from operating as j 
extensively as they otherwise would. Within 
one and a half miles of Placerville is one ot 
the strongest veins of iron ore in the State, 
with limestone anil timber for charcoal in the 
immediate neighborhood. Then we would 
have asbestos, lime, etc., for shipment. One 
of our most important products—our fruit— 
must be exported to become valuable. Plac­ 
erville is the c-nter cf an extensive region 
especially adapted to fruit growing—an in­ 
dustry already promising, and capable of in­ 
definite expansion. Upon this subject too 
much cannot he said. It is undeniable that 
El Dorado fruit holds the first place in the 
markets of Sacramento and Sau Francisco. 
We are how- 
HANDICAPPED BY WAGON TRANSPORTATION. 
It is injurious—nay, destructive—to our 
finest fruits, even over so short a distance as 
ten miles. Could our people ship by rail 
from their immediate neighborhood, the busi­ 
ness would soon be enormously increased. 
Large quantities are annually allowed t.srot 
on the ground, because the producer, as now 
situated, cannot afford to market it. The 
Assessor values the fruit crop for 1879 at §60,- 
000, but this is unquestionably an exceedingly 
low estimate. During the season some 35 
teams—mostly four-horse—are constantly en­ 
gaged in hauling fruit over the mountains. 
At least 1,000 tons annually finds a market in 
this way, or by routes other than jours. One 
reason is that fruit-growers dread the injuri­ 
ous effects of handling, and face a seven days’ 
trip aud §20 toll for each load in preference. 
If it pays to construct long lines of road in 
the Ktate of Delaware, for the transportation 
of the j .each crop alone, why should it not 
prove a strong inducement to you, as a factor 
of the additional freight you would handle, 
hv continuing your road to Placerville ? 
TIMBER AND LUMBER. 
While the neighborhood ot the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad is rapidly being stripped of its 
best timber, our forests are comparatively 
li.gin. The entire west flank of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains is covered with excellent 
timber—sugar pine, spruce, fir, yellow pine, 
oak, etc.—much of which would be easily 
accrssiMe were a railroad constructed to this 
point. The object of securing this alone will 
eventually necessitate railroad facilities. The 
El Dorado Water and Deep Gravel Mining 
Company’s main trunk canal was constructed 
with the transportation of lumber particu­ 
larly in view. A V flume can be constructed 
from Sportsman’s Hall to Placervilje—12 
miles—at small cost, and this will be done 
when the demand for transportation will jus­ 
tify it. This alone will render accessible 
a belt thirty miles in length of the best 
mountain timber, which can be delivered at 
the cars at a trifling expanse, while to wagbn 
it to Shingle Springs reduces the margin of 
profit so low a« to act as a practical bar to 
exportation. We append the following from 
the

We trust your 
honorable Board will give this matter your 
early and earnest attention, and we are con­ 
vinced that you can arrive at but one conclu­ 
sion, and that is, that the railroad should be 
extended from Shingle Springs to I’kicer- 
vilie at an early day, and that the best inter­ 
ests of the company demand that this be 
cone.

DOMESTIC VEVT.S. 


The Vt-M Prc.ltlraC.V 
W ashington, February 20ih.—The Grant 
backers intend to make the occasion of his re­ 
turn anothtr glorious boom. There are four 
circumstances upon which the Grant men 
base their hope- ; i'’ir--t, the solid vote of 
Pennsylvania, which they think Senator 
G'auieron has already secured for them ; sec­ 
ond, the seventy votes of New York State, 
which they believe Senator Conkling will be 
able to give to General G rant; third, the 
solid vote of Illinois, which they do not yet 
admit that any other candidate can break ; 
and lastly, the enthusiasm which the Gen­ 
eral's return is expected to inspire. 
GENERAL LONG8TREET ON GRANT. 
Chicago, February I'Oth. — The Inter- 
Ocean'» Gainsville, Georgia, correspondent 
sends a long interview with General Long- 
street, who astonished the reporter bv an­ 
nouncing that he was for Grant above all 
other Presidential candidates. In explana­ 
tion of this seeming inconsistency in support­ 
ing the man against whom he bitterly fought, 
he said that the war ended his strife against 
the principles which are to govern this coun­ 
try ; that he is fully reconstructed and in full 
sympathy with the Republican party, and 
for that reason has been compelled to give up 
his buaiue-s in New Orleans and suffer vili- 
ficatiou from all parts of the .South where he 
has resided'or been known. He is for Grant 
because he believes Grant alone can carry 
Louisiana, North Carolina and Georgia. He 
explained as to the latter State that Grant 
was the only candidate who excited enthu­ 
siasm, and that the negroes, who are about 
half the population, brave the dangers at­ 
tending the exercise of suffrage, and will 
unite with the Independent Democrats and 
carry the State for Grant. The Independ­ 
ents will be ready for this alliance, as it is the 
only plan by which they can hope to secure 
State patronage. Longstreet does not think 
that Blaine or Sherman would excite any en­ 
thusiasm among the blacks, or call out their 
full vote. Interviews with about fifty elec­ 
tors who are in Chicago attending the press 
association of Illinois, left the Inter-Ocean in 
doubt as to whether urant or Blaine is ahead 
in their preferences. 
BLAINE AND THE GRANT MOVEMENT. 
The Chicago Journal'» WasVngton special 
says: Blaine’s most trusted friend, a Maine 
Congressman, says that although he has not 
been authorized to say so by Mr. Blaine, yet 
he is confident it is no part of the Blaine 
campaign to attack the Grant movement and 
try to kill it. He is confident that such a 
course on Blaine'.- part would antagonize all 
of Grant's friends, and do more harm to his 
own cause than good. The story is therefore 
utterly discredited. 
OPPOSITION TO GRANT. 
Chicago, February ‘20th.—A circular was 
passed around among the business men to­ 
day f r signatures, protesting against the re­ 
nomination of Grant, and asking all Republi­ 
cans to unite in securing a representative 
delegation at the nominating Convention. 
It was largely signed wherever presented. 
Isthmus Ship Canal Committee Investi­ 
gation. 
W ashington, February 20th.—The Com­ 
mittee on the Interoeeanic Canal had before 
it this morning A. G. Menecal, United States 
Navy, one of the civil engineers formerly en­ 
caged in making surveys of the isthmus, and 
heard his statement as to the relative ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages of the Panama 
and Nicaragua routes. He favored strongly 
the Nicaragua ronte, as being GOO miles 
shorter t an the Panama one, as between 
New York aud San Francisco, and because 
of the greater salubrity of its climate, with a 
better supply of building material and rela­ 
tive cheapness of construction. He expressed 
the conviction that the cost of the Nica­ 
ragua caual would not exceed §100,000,­ 
000, while that of a sea - level canal 
at Panama would not be less than § 100,- 
000,000. 
The latter he regarded as 
commercially impracticable. He admitted 
that the passage by Nicaragua would con­ 
sume more tirue on account of its greater 
length and large number of locks, and that 
the annual expense of maintaining it would 
be twice as great, but he thought these ob­ 
jections were more than set off by its rela­ 
tive cheapness. He was asked by Hutchins 
whether he bad read the recent reports of 
Dierck’s opinions as to the feasibility of the 
Panama Garal. He -aid he had, and thought 
him a very able man. He stood at the head 
of his profession, but he thought that he did 
not know enough of the American Isthmus 
to form an opinion as to the choice between 
rival routes. He said the various surveys 
made by our Government of the Panama 
route were made to ascertain which isthmus 
route was the best. 
The Star Service Reduction. 
W ashington, February 20th.—Following 
is the order is-ued by the Postmaster-General 
cutting down mail service on the Star routes: 
To trie Sec nd Assistant I'ostinaster-Gencra': 
That there mav be no deficiency created to maintain 
the Star service i r the present fiscal year, I direct 
that on and after March 1st proximo, service on all 
Star routes tv reduc-d to one trip per week, allow­ 
ing one month’s extra pay, as provided by law*, on 
the service dispensed with. I also direct that the 
service placed on the new routes since, and including 
July 1, 1879, be discon inued, if the foregoing re­ 
duction is not sufficient for the purpose indicated. I 
think the rapid gruwth of population and business 
in the Territories tied new States, and the restora­ 
tion a d improvement t i the service in Southern 
States, demand the existing service, and in many in­ 
stances additional service oil old and new serv io.* un 
recently-established routes. 1 a’so believe the pub­ 
lic service will suffer by the reduction. But the law 
requires that I shall not exceed the appropriation, 
and I atu determined to conform to the law.

Jurisdiction of I'nitcil States Courts In 
Im itan Territory. 
W a sh in g t o n. February 20th.—The Senate 
Committee on Territ* -ries decided to recom­ 
mend the passage of the bill extending the 
jurisdiction of United States Courts in civil 
and criminal matters to the Indian Territory, 
aud providing for the acquirement of citizen­ 
ship by Indiaus, and the allotment of lands 
to them in several tv under prescribed condi­ 
tions. The hill proposes to create a United 
States District Court, for the new judicial 
district to be composed of Indian Territory, 
and in general terms provides for extending 
all the laws of the U nited States over the 
whole Territory. Every Indian may become 
a citizen by making a declaration that he has 
severed his tribal relations, aud thereupon he 
is to become entitled to select a home-tead 
for himself aud family. The tribal lands in 
excess of the* number of acres absorbed by 
these selections are to be sold for the benefit 
of the Indians. All the foregoing provisions, 
except the one for the establishment of a 
Court, are made dependent up >n the con.-ent 
of the Indian councils being obtained there­ 
for. as provided in the existing treaties. The 
bill will be rejKirted to the Senate next week. 
The Initial States vs. Satiirul J . Tilden. 
Nrw Y okk, February 20th.—The case of 
the U iiled ¡Slates against Samuel J. Tilden 
reappeared to-day in the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court by the Assistant District Attorney 
moving f«r an attachment to compel the de­ 
fendant to answ er the bill of discovery under 
the order of November 1, 1879, which over­ 
ruled his demurrer and directed him to an­ 
swer within sixty days. The time to ant-wer 
expired January Gth, and down to the pres­ 
ent time has sot been announced. Instead, 


however, on November 10, 1879, defendant 
appealed to the Supreme Court from the or­ 
der overruling his demurrer. Tbe motion 
to-day was made to determine the state of the 
case in the Circuit Court, the doubtful ques­ 
tion being whether an appeal per se operated 
as a stay of proceedings in this Court. Judge 
Blatchford said be had ransacked English 
and American books, and had not been able 
to find any authority directly to the point. 
He thought the case before him would be 
simplified by the action of the Supreme 
Court on a motion to dismiss the appeal, and 
accordingly ordered that the motion for at­ 
tachment stand over till a motion to dismiss 
the appeal in the Supreme Court had been 
decided. The Court also suggested that an 
effort be made to obtain the Supreme Court s 
opinion as to whether an appeal operates 
per se to stay proceedings in a Circuit Court. 
Fire anil Liisi of Life in New lo rk —A 
Horrifying 8rene. 
New York, February 20th. — The large 
five-story iron front building, 3b*l and 380 
Broadway, was burned this evening. Losses— 
Hazen, Todds & Co.. importers of silk, §400,­ 
000; Dickerhoff, Ruflluer k Co., tailors’ 
trimmings, S2ÓOOOO; James Wilde, Jr., & 
Co., manufacturing tailors, S300.000; loss on 
building, §30,000; insurance unknown. Dur­ 
ing the progress of the fire two companies 
on the roof made an effort to cut, holes 
through the thick plates of tin ; but feeling 
the ruof giving away they were obliged to re­ 
treat. Two members of Hook and Ladder 
Company. No. 1—Thomas L. Dougherty and 
John F. Cassidy — were the last to desist 
frourthtir work, and remained too late to es­ 
cape.

The Winter Palace Explosion. 
St. P etersburg, February 20th.—Simul­ 
taneously with the explosion iu the W inter 
Palace bombs were thrown into the adjoining 
streets. A person was arrested who was seen 
leaving the Palace just after the explosion. 
The Gulos states that the cellar under the 
W inter Palace was occupied by four joiners, 
three of whom have teen arrested. It is es­ 
timated that the weight of the dynamite 
used was about four pounds. The W inter 
Palace ami the other palace are being care­ 
fully searched by a company of specially 
charged sappers. The total number of pei - 
sous killed by the explosion is ten. The 
funeral of the victims takes place to-day. 
Auolltt-r Insnrgent Plot Discovered in 
Fulin. 
Chicago, February 20th.—The Journal's 
New York special says : A Havana letter 
says that the Government has discovered a 
conspiracy among Creoles for an uprising in 
Vuetta A1 >j a, and has secured six of the ring­ 
leaders, who were employed on the railroad. 
Three thousand Remington rifles and a vast 
quantity of fixed ammunition, arms and mu­ 
nitions were smuggled, in from the United 
States, and the insurrection was to begin the 
first week of March. 
4io-as-You-Plea.se in London. 
LONDON, February 20th.—Iu the six-day 
go-as-you-please walking-match the contest­ 
ants had made the following score at 12 
o’clock last night: Blower Brown, 405 
miles ; Hazael, 350, and Day 313. The dis­ 
tance covered by Brown for the 95 hours end­ 
ing at midnight beats all previous records. 
The only interest remaining in the contest is 
whether Brown will exceed 530 miles. 
A riilieial Diam onds. 
London, February 20th.—Professor Nevel 
Story Maskelyne, of the mineral department 
of the British Museum, writes to the Tunes, 
announcing the entire success of J. Batlau- 
tyne Hannay, of Glasgow, a Fellow of the 
Chemical Society of London, in producing 
diamonds. He says that Hannay sent him 
some crystallized particles, presenting exactly 
the appearance of fragments of diamonds, 
and these diamonds easily scored deep groves 
in the jiolished surface of a sapphire. The 
Hannay process wiil soon beanuounced to the 
Royal Society. Iu his letter on the subject 
of the production of artificial diamonds, Pro­ 
fessor Story Markelyue, after describing 
various tests applied, concludes: “ There is 
no doubt whatever but that J. Ballantyne 
Hannay has succeeded in solving the prob­ 
lem and removing from scientific chemistry 
the opprobrium which has so long adhered to 
it; for whereas in he larger part of the 
great volume of records of the triumphs that 
science has achieved in chemistry, carbon has 
never been crystallized by man till Hannev 
achieved the triumph, which I have the pleas­ 
ure of recording to-day.” 
Rouse or Commons. 
L ondon, F’ebruary 20th.—In the House of 
Commons to day Plimsoll, member for Der­ 
by, read his apology for the language in his 
handbill reflecting upon Sir Charles Russell, 
member for Westminster, and Onslow, mem­ 
ber for Guildford. He said he had convinced 
himself that Sir Charles and Onslow had 
acted for no wish to obstruct his bill for load­ 
ing grain in bags. 
Sir Charles Russell said that since it was 
no longer a personal Question, but one affect­ 
ing the privileges of the House, he placed 
himself iu the hands of tbe House. 
Onslow then a.-ked the House to accept the 
apology. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Staf­ 
ford Northcote, while accepting the apology, 
said he thought the -House should take notice 
of the matter as a question of privilege. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved 
that the publishing of printed placards de­ 
nouncing two members in the House was a 
breach of privilege, but that in consideration 
of Plimsoll s apology further action was un­ 
necessary.

CALIFORNIA. 
Excitem ent at Santa Cruz—A D isappointed 
Populace. 
Santa Cruz, February 20th.— Consterna­ 
tion and excitement has prevailed in this 
community since last evening, when it was 
found that the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
had failed to send the order of the Supreme 
Court dismissing the writ of certiorari and 
the stay of proceedings issued on Friday last. 
W ithout that order the Sheriff could not 
proceed to execute, aud people knotted to­ 
gether in small crowds to discuss the situa­ 
tion. The unanimous expression was that 
“ Charles Colby would be hung to-day, the 
Sheriff willing or not.” The District A t­ 
torney put the telegraph in motion and suc­ 
ceeded in arousing the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court to send the order by the regular mail. 
This would have delayed the execution be­ 
yond the limited hours set for it by the 
Court, hut the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
telegraphed last night that he would send the 
order to W right’s Station with the early 
train, where it would reach at 12 noon, and a 
messenger left this morning on horseback 
who promised to make the ui.-tance, eighteen 
miles, in one hour. A t 1 o’clock the messen­ 
ger had not arrived. The crime for which 
Colby is convicted was the killing of Harry 
Williams on the 22d of October, 1878 
The prisoner has, persistently refused-to 
admit any minister, priest or other spiritual 
adviser to his cell, and has denounced them 
alias jugglers. He says: “ I want no jug­ 
glery on the scaffold. If they can’t save my 
body, I will look out for my soul.” Colby is 
a confirmed Spiritualist, and has been corre­ 
sponding with persons of his opinions, to 
whom he promised tu write from the spiritual 
land. 
2:40 P. M.—The messenger boy has not ar­ 
rived. A large crowd is waiting before the 
jail door, and it is feared that if the order 
fails to arrive before 4 o’clock that the peo­ 
ple will force an entrance and execute the 
sentence. Everybody is on the street or at 
the jail door, aud the excitement is reaching 
fever heat. 
3:05 v. M.—The messenger has arrived, but 
brought no order, since it did not come by 
the train. The town is excited, and the 
worst is feared. A telegram lias just been 
sent to the Governor to respite the prisoner 
for a few days, so that a re-.-entence shall not 
be necessary. If the order of respite is made, 
perhaps the populace will cool down and 
await the result. 
respite received. 
Santa Cruz, February 20th.—The Gov­ 
ernor’s respite arrived at 3:45 P. M., and stays 
the execution till Friday, March 5th. Tiie 
excitement is still very great, and everybody 
is discussing the negligence of the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court. W hether anything will 
he done to-night remains to be seen, but it 
appears that order and law will prevail. The 
prisoner had not been informed of the cause 
of the delay until the Governor’s respite was 
read to him. He took it coolly, ami begged 
the people who stood near him to intercede 
in his behalf with the Governor for a com­ 
mutation of his sentence.
